a 40 by 40 kitchen attached to it; the 
mess hall is rustic in style, being fin- 
ished with splti chestnut logs. The 
two small log cabins were used as the 
office and first aid station; the six 
small cabins were used for crafts 
and one for the nature museum.

THE WEEK IN NEWTON SPORTS 


SILVER LAKE AND 
NEWTON CUBS TIE 
IN CITY SERIES 

The Silver Lake A. C. nnd the New- 
ton Cubs ore still deadlocked in their 
battle for the amateur baseball cham- 
pionship of the city of Newton with 
a game each in the play-off series of 
the Twilight league schedule which 
was concluded a week ago. Silver 
Lake won the league championship 
after a hectic race in which the Cubs 
were tied for first during part of the 
season. The Silver Lake outfit de- 
feated the Cubs in the single game 
which was necessary to dissolve the 
tie at the end of the season and 
forced the Cubs Into a play-off series 
with the Newton Y. M. C. A., which 
had taken the measure of Newton 
Highlands in another play-off game for 
third place. The Cubs captured the 
series with the Y by winning two of 
the three games and thus earned the 
right to meet Silver Lake in the cham- 
pionship series of the best three in 
five games. 

Last Saturday the Cubs and the 
Newton "Y” played the deciding game 
of that series which was deadlocked 
when the Y took the first game 4 to 3 
and the Cubs the second game 8 to 2. 
Brad Dyer, former Newton high twirl- 
er, turned in the 8 to 2 verdict over 
the Y on Thursday night and came 
back Saturday to annex another 11 to 
3 victory and win the series. As the 
score indicates the game was rather 
one sided with Dyer holding off the 
heavy hitting Y players while the 
Cubs pounded three Y hurlers. George 
Hoknnson started for the Y and re- 
tired at the end of the third inning 
with the score 4 to 0 against him. 
Wendell Gallagher took up the bur- 
den and held the fort for three inn- 
ings but In the seventh the Cubs went 
on a spree to tally another bunch of 
runs and lead 8 to 2. Charlie Galla- 
gher. Y third baseman, tried his hand 
at pitching and finished the game. 

The championship series opened 
Sunday afternoon at Cabot Park with 
a great game in which the Silver Lake 
nine nipped the Cubs 4 to 3 in 12 inn- 
ings. Clifford Choquette, high school 
star southpaw, twirled 11 innings for 
the Cubs and then gave way to Hickey 
who became the losing pitcher when 
the Silver Lake team tallied the de- 
ciding run.

NEWTON HIGH 

GRID CANDIDATES 
TO BE GIVEN SUITS 

Candidates for the 1932 Newton 
High School football team have been 
ordered out for practice next week 
by Coach Ralph M. Sanborn who be- 
gius his second year in charge of the 
orange nnd blnck varsity. Present 
plans call for suits to be Issued to a 
group of nearly sixty-five boys on , 
Wednesday, Sept. 7th and practice for 
this group to begin Thursday at 9.30 
o’clock. The boys in this group are 
those w*ho were members of the var- 
sity. intermediate varsity nnd varsi- 
ty squads Inst year who are eligible 
this season. 

Suits for all other candidates will 
be issued on Thursday, Sept. 8th, with 
the first practice session scheduled 
for Monday, Sept. 12th, the opening 
day of school when the remainder of 
the coaching staff will be on hand to 
assist Coach Sanborn. As in former 
years it is expected that a number of 
candidates will not report until school 
opens so that it will be necessary to 
continue the issuing of suits until the 
squad is out in full strength. 

With but tw’o veterans available 
from the 1931 squad Coach Sanborn 
apparently has his w’ork out to devel- 
op a smooth-working unit with the 
opening game against Arlington on 
Sept. 24th at the Newton High field. 
These two veterans, Warren Huston, 
and Alexander Kevorkian, are all that 
is left of last year’s varsity squad. 
Huston is captain of this year’s outfit 
and after a fine summer during w hich 
he has played considerable twilight 
league ball he is ready to go. Kevor- 
kian, whose play last year when but 
16 years of age was outstanding in the 
line, has added considerable weight 
this summer so that he tips the scales 
at 196. He should make a great tackle 
this fall with the experience he gained 
in that position a year ago. 

Coach Sanborn would have a num- 
ber of other members of last year’s 
varsity squad available had the State 
High School Athletic Association vot- 
ed to put into effect a change in elig- 
ibility rule In September Instead of 
the latter part of December. Last 
winter the association adopted the 
rule that no athlete who has reached 
his junior year may continue In ath- 
letics after his regular senior year 
but that any athlete w'ho changes to 
a five-year course prior to reaching his 
junior year may participate in the ex- 
tra year provided he is under the age 
limit. This rule, w’hich will become 
effective December 15th, aimed at the 
. practice of some athletes of failing to 
pass at the end of their senior year 
in order to return for athletics the fol- 
lowing year. Among the athletes who 
are barred by the so-called "three- 
year” rule now In effect who will be- 
come eligible for athletics on Dec. 
15th Is Douglas Sloane, who came 
along fast at the close of the football 
season last year and w’ould clinch one 
of the guard positions from the start 
If he were available. 

In the group of players coming up 
from the squads that were handled 
last year by assistant coaches Jones 
and Stelnhope are some likely looking 
prospects. Foremost among these are ! 
Palmer York, Francis Flagg, Feola 
and Whitney as backfleld players and > 
Thompson, a centre, and Johnson an 
end. Two other players who showed 
promise last year are Charlie Hough- 
ton, hockey captain-elect and first 
baseman, who transferred from Hunt- 
ington and was not eligible to play 
football and Horace Wood, a centre, 
who was in an automobile accident 
and injured so that he could not play. 
Houghton has a good build for tackle 
and should team up In great style 
with Kevorkian. Wood and Thompson 
will have a lively battle for the cen- 
tre position, it would seem. 

The Newton schedule is similar to 
that of last year, with the exception 
of the late October berth with Meliose 
taking the place of Woburn. This 
game, on Oct. 29th, should be one of 
the big mid-season contests as Melrose 
is one of the towns in Greater Boston 
which is enthusiastic over its athletic 
teams, and the football eleven in par- 
ticular. 

The opening game with Arlington at 
Newton will usher in the season as 
already stated and on the following 
Saturday, Oct. 1, Newton will play its 
first away from home game and inci- 
dentally open the Suburban league 
season against Cambridge Latin at 
Russell Field, North Cambridge, This 
away from home affair should put the 
orange und black in the right frame 
of mind for another visit to foreign 
fields the following Saturday.

Rotary Club 


Robert V. Spencer, Jr., of Havana, 
Cuba, was the guest speaker at the 
regular meeting of the Newton Ro- 
tary Club on Monday at the Wood- 
land Golf Club. He was introduced 
by Warren K. Brimblecom, as a New 
ton H. S. ’23 boy and graduate of 
Yale, who now, as produce manager 
for Swift and Company for the Island 
of Cuba, is the man who sets the 
price of eggs each morning for the 
Island. Mr. Spencer gave a general 
entertaining as well as instructive 
talk on the Island as regards its social 
customs, its government, its industries 
and its commercial relations with this 
country based on his three years' 
residence there. 

Most people do not clearly visual- 
ize either the geographical position 
or the size of the Island of Cuba, 
said the speaker. Havana is not di- 
rectly south of New York City, but 
has exactly the same longitude as To- 
ledo, Ohio. Because Cuba is usually 
studied only on a map of the entire 
North American Continent, most peo- 
ple fail to realize the size of the 
Island. It is 730 miles long and 60 
miles wide, which makes a territory 
equal in size to the state of Penn- 
sylvania. Of its three and half mil- 
lion population about 30 per cent are 
Negroes and a large number are 
Chinese. The latter are the mer- 
chants and truck gardeners as well 
as laundrymen of the Island. 

He pictured Havana as a delightful 
city in which to live with moderate 
torrid zone temperatures, cool re- 
freshing breezes at night and no flies 
or mosquitoes. Yellow fever disap- 
peared from the Island 30 years ago, 
due to American influence, and ty- 
phoid and malaria are well under con- 
trol around Havana. Food regulations 
are very rigid in the city. Periodic 
health examinations of all food hand- 
lers are required, as well as inocula- 
tion for typhoid and smallpox. Crimes 
of violence are rare throughout the 
Island, in spite of the rather volatile 
tempperament of the people. This 
satisfactory condition is due in the 
main to the constabulary which Is 
a division of the regular army. 

One of the main sources of revenue 
of the government is the lottery. 
Every week about 15,000 lottery tic- 
kets are sold for which the people pay 
about $200,000 and from which the 
government receives $150,000. The 
lottery tickets are distributed through 
members of the Cuban Congress, who 
also realize a profit. 

Business at the present time in the 
Island is at a very low ebb due to 
the world depression and the Ameri- 
can tariff which has compelled the ex- 
portation of Cuban sugar to this 
country at a severe loss, upset the 
balance of trade between the two 
countries, and has raised the compen 
sating Cuban tariffs to well nigh pro- 
hibitive levels. Whereas one company 
alone used to import from the United 
States 180 carloads of eggs or 3 mil- 
lion dozen a year, none are being im- 
ported this year. Figures for auto- 
mobiles and other lines which former- 
ly carried on a lively trade with Cuba 
have shrunken to near the vanishing 
point. Imagine, said the speaker, what 
the effect that taking three million 
dozen eggs off the American market 
and the restoration of other lines of 
trade to their former levels would 
have upon American business. Pro- 
hibitive tariffs surely react unfavor- 
ably upon the business of this coun- 
try as well as upon Cuba. 

Mr. Spencer closed his remarks by 
saying that the business atmosphere 
in Havana is really very enjoyable and 
a relief from the high tension of 
which American business is conduc- 
ed. The business man of Havana 
seems to accomplish as much as the 
business man of Boston, but he does 
it with less nervous wear. Cuba, said 
he, is a most interesting country eith- 
er to live in or to visit. 

Commodore Wilbert E. Longfellow 
of the Life Saving Service also spoke 
briefly. He said that the fact that 
most swimming accidents nowadays 
are rescues instead of drownings is 
due to "waterproofing” of young Amer- 
icans being done by the American 
Red Cross and other organizations. He 
described very briefly the mechanics 
of resuscitation and said that hope 
should never be abandoned for saving 
a person suffocated by drowning until 
the rigidity of death sets in. 



Kiwanis Club 


Rev. Wynne C. Fairfield, D.D., was 
the speaker at a joint meeting of the 
Brookline and Newton Kiwanis Clubs 
held at the Charles River Country 
Club on Tuesday. Dr. Fairfield was 
Introduced by A. C. Bellinger as one 
who had spent many years In the Ori- 
ent and waH thoroughly conversant 
with ills subject, "The Background of 
the Lytton report.” He spoke in part 
as follows: 

"The peace of the Far East and 
of the world as affected by the Far 
East, for decades and perhaps cen- 
turies, seems to hinge on what hap- 
pens in the next three months." 

"The present situation seems 
charged with dynamite” continued 
Dr. Fairfield, who served under the 
American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions in China for nearly 
twenty years. "The League and Amer- 
ica are committed to the Hoover Doc- 
trine. The Lytton Report will show 
that the situation in Manchuria was 
brought about by means contrary to 
the Pact of Paris. The recent public 
statements of Uchida and Mori and 
the appointment cf Matsuoka as 
Japan's representatives to the League 
all show that Japan is determined not 
to yield her position in Manchuria, 
although she would be glad to find a 
formula that would save the face of 
the League. 

"Whoever was responsible for the 
explosion on the railway that took 
place September 18 last year, it proved 
to be the straw that broke the camel’s 
back of the old status quo in Man- 
churia, and exactly that status will 
probably never be restored,” said Dr. 
Fairfield. ’’The action of the Japan- 
ese army in the military occupation 
of Manchuria came out of a back- 
ground of gradually increasing strain 
in Japan. With a high degree of 
literacy, a fair public health system 
and well developed Western tastes. 
Japan's population and its standard of 
living have far outgrown the resources 
of the island empire itself. 

"Korea has proved a losing invest- 
ment. Emigration has failed to solve 
the problem and probably never can. 
With the export trade to both the 
United States and China, its two 
chief markets, greatly diminished: 
with growing poverty in both city and 
country; with its economic control 
of Manchuria threatened by the de- 
velopment of Chinese business, rail- 
ways and a new seaport, its army 
struck the blow which the younger 
military leaders believed was neces- 
sary for the salvation of the country. 
Today the army dominates the situa- 
tion in Japan as well as in Manchuria. 

"The action of the army in Man- 
churia, as the Lytton Report is prac- 
tically certain to bring out, was in 
undoubted violation of Japan’s com- 
mitments under the Covenant of the 
League of Nations and the Pact of 
Paris," said Dr. Fairfield. "China im- 
mediately appealed to the League of 
Nations and the Lytton Commission 
is about the only tangible result. 
America, after joining in an ineffective 
mobilization of world public opinion 
promulgated the Hoover Doctrine by 
which she refused to recognize any 
situation brought about by means con- 
trary to the Pact of Paris. Later the 
Assembly of the League committed 
tile League to the same principles. 

"What will happen before Christ- 
mas? Will the smaller nations in the 
League Assembly create a situation 
that will force Japan to withdraw 
from the League? Will the League 
he content with nothing stronger than 
the Hoover Doctrine? How much 
time is required to test that doctrine 
out? Will China lose faith in our 
peace machinery and prepare for a 
war of defense? The world’s prob- 
lem seems to be to find means to 
stop bending hacks before the straw 
is added that breaks them."

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LOWER RATES 

Newton automobile owners, like many of those throughout 
the state, will enjoy a reduction in compulsory insurance rates 
for the year 1933. On the cars of the heavy type the reduc- 
tion in this city is $1 and on medium cars $2 while the rate for 
the light cars remains the same. Some other cities have en- 
joyed larger reductions but in these cases the previous rate 
was considerably higher than that which prevailed here. In 
contrast to a year ago when the rates were advanced ma- 
terially in many places, with a resultant flood of protests, 
this year the maintenance of the old rate or the reductions in 
some cases have hardly caused a ripple. The public apparently 
feels that a just schedule has finally been determined or 
that any effort to reduce the rates even further at this time 
would only end in another “expensive” extra session of the 
legislature to no purpose. 


THE ECLIPSE 

Among the millions who witnessed the eclipse on Wednes- 
day were many thousands who were unfortunate in having 
their view of this natural phenomenon more or less obscured. 
We chose a point on the coast of Maine, near the central 
path of totality, from which to see the spectacle and were 
what would probably be termed “in luck.” While there were 
a number of fleecy white clouds, which at times threatened 
to cut off our view, they became sufficiently scattered so 
that for the period of totality we could not have been in a 
more advantageous location. There w r ere Baily’s beads, the 
corona, the planet Jupiter, and a peculiar blue darkness akin 
to bright moonlight for a brief period of ninety odd seconds. 
It was a sight, difficult to describe, yet most beautiful and 
never to be forgotten. 


A THORN AMONG ROSES 

Many thousands of dollars have been spent upon the new 
City Hall and its surroundings. It is one of the most beautiful 
scenes in the Garden City. Driving westerly on Commonwealth 
avenue at the intersection of Walnut street one is struck with 
the incongruity of the scenes on each side of Newton’s boule- 
vard. On the left is the new City Hall and Memorial Building 
in its magnificent setting. On the right is a string of four bill- 
boards which mars the entire setting. We understand that 
the matter has been taken into consideration and no solution 
found due to the fact that the State has authority over these 
particular billboards and not the city. Surely public opinion 
should demand their removal. It is virtually a “thorn among 
roses.” 


A PRIZE PLAN 

Of all the plans for curing unemployment proposed to the 
Massachusetts Commission on Stabilization that which would 
put all unemployed extracting gold from sea water is prob- 
ably the “prize.” The gist of the proposal, presented to 
Director Harvey A. Wooster, is that since there is about a 
nickel’s worth of gold in every cubic yard of sea water and 
since there are many millions of cubic miles in the various 
oceans all the unemployed in the world could tackle the job 
and enough gold would be extracted to make millionaires of 
them all. Of all the “crank” plans offered to cure unemploy- 
ment permanently this is the “wildest.” The gold is there, 
but it would cost more than the value of the gold to get it 
out and in addition it would plunge the whole world into 
financial chaos. Dr. Wooster points out the fact that there 
is no single measure that alone can stabilize employment, 
it is not possible through the use of “trick” methods. It can 
only be accomplished through measures that are sound, prac- 
tical and are carried through to the end.

Recent Deaths 


EDWARD R. BENTON 

Edward Raymond Benton. 80, an 
architect identified with the construc- 
tion of the Boston Public Library nnd 
the Johnson Gate at Harvard nnd for- 
merly a member of the United States 
Geological Survey, died on Tuesday at 
his home on Glen avenue, Newton 
Centre. 

Mr. Benton was born in Mnldcn, a 
son of Austin W. nnd Caroline A. 
(Raymond) Benton. He prepared at 
Brookline High School nnd entered 
Brown University. In his sophomore 
year he transferred to Harvard. Later 
he received degrees of Ph.D. and A.M. 
in natural history. 

In 1875 and 1876 he was assistant In 
the Harvard Geological Laboratory 
and later he studied in Europe. He 
returned to Agassiz Museum, Cam- 
bridge, late in 1879. but In 1880 joined 
the division of mining geology in the 
United States Geological Survey, serv- 
ing until 1888. For the next two years 
Mr, Benton was assistant professor of 
natural history at Rochester Univer- 
stly. In June, 1885. he received the 
degree of B.S. in architecture at M. 
I. T. 

For almost two years Mr. Benton 
was In the offlcce of H. H. Richard- 
son, architect, but he later joined the 
firm of McKim, Mead & White, and 
took part in the construction of the 
Boston Public Library and the John- 
son Gate at Harvard. He had been 
active as an architect until his last 
illness. 

Mr. Benton leaves his wife, Annie 
C. Benton, and four children, Mrs. 
Herbert J. Miles of Putnam, Conn.; 
Austin C. Benton, Chestnut Hill; 
Corning Benton, Dexter, N. H„ and 
Joseph S. Benton. 

The funeral was held Wednesday 
at 2:30 in the family home. Burial 
was in Newton Cemetery. 


HORACE SCUDDER BASSET 


Horace Scudder Basset, for many 
years a resident of the Newtons, died 
on Tuesday at his home, 173 Morton 
street, Newton Centre, following a 
long illness. 

Mr. Basset was born at Sandwich 
elghty-flve years ago and came of an 
old Cape Cod family. His father was 
Theodore Basset and his mother Lucy 
(Ellis) Basset. Both his father and 
grandfather had been well-known law- 
yers. For many years Mr. Basset had 
been identified with the American 
Soda Fountain Company, but for the 
past twenty-five years had been in 
business for himself with offices at 
79 Milk street, Boston.

The Future Travel Lane. 

We Lose a Customer. 

The Little Brown Church. 

Professor Piccard, a learned man, 
who does things, not content to dream, 
says "travelers will be crossing from 
Paris to New York In six hours In the 
near future.” 

He found the stratosphere very beau- 
tiful, while he was up there, studying 
cosmic rays, by which the earth and all 
of us are constantly bombarded. 

The universe In which we live, hug- 
ging the earth at the bottom of our 
ocean of air, is complicated, and we 
know as little about it as the deep sea 
fish a mile down at the bottom of the 
ocean know about this world. 

One of those fish brought from the 
bottom of the sea would be surprised 
by conditions above the surface if he 
could think. We shall all be sur- 
prised when we rise from the bottom 
of our air-ocean to explore the upper 
regions. 

Professor Sweeney, of Iowa State 
College, tells chemists assembled In 
Denver that science may turn out to 
be a Frankenstein monster. "Nations 
fall when populations becomes too 
crowded in a small area," says the pro- 
fessor. And, says he, feeding and 
clothing congested populations is a 
problem. 

Modern production could feed ten 
times as many people as there are on 
earth. The State of Texas, Intensively 
cultivated, would feed the earth’s popu- 
lation, clothe and house them, and that 
entire population, by the way, could 
stand at one time on Staten Island, 
In New York Harbor. The flying ma- 
chine taking men from their woTk to 
the distant hilltop residences, will 
soon settle the crowding problem. 

Once men hunted only gigantic ani- 
mals — bison, bear, wolf. Now science 
hunts creatures, too small to be seen, 
that cause our diseases. 

Hitherto industry has occupied itself 
with gigantic machinery — locomotives, 
dynamos, turbines. 

As the release of power In the atom 
approaches, we may change to study- 
ing the infra-microscopic machinery of 
the molecule and atom. 

Thirty years ago Nikola Tesla, sit- 
ting in the old Delmonlco restaurant 
at 26th street and Fifth avenue. New 
York, held a wine glass In his hand, 
saying: "If I could release the power 
locked up in the atoms in this glass I 
would have energy enough to run a 
locomotive many times around the 
earth.” 

A few words concerning Zabala, 
amazing nineteen-year-old Argentine, 
winner of the Marathon. 

When he finished his run of more 
than 26 miles, beating the world’s 
picked runners, reporters described 
him "staggering across the line, ex- 
hausted.” 

Exhaustion had nothing to do with 
it. When the race was over Zabala 
said to W. G. Clark, of Los Angeles; 
"When I saw that I was winning that 
race such a wave of emotion swept 
over me that I could hardly run, and 
actually staggered.” Emotion is more 
powerful than fatigue. 

When Newton had nearly finished 
calculations that were to verify and 
establish for all time his formula of 
the law of gravitation, and perceived 
that the calculations were coming out 
as he hoped, he was too much agi- 
tated to continue, and called an as- 
sistant to finish the calculations for 
him. 

Japan went Into Manchuria, spent 
money, and her finance minister con- 
fesses that she is now in a very bad 
financial crisis. Let us not criticize 
Japan. We went into Europe’s war, 
head over heels, pocketbook and all. 
We spent billions and sent billions, 
and when it was over, like a parcel 
of brilliant Idiots, we lent dozens of 
other billions. That i 9 costing us 
more than Manchuria will ever cost 
Japan. 

Britain’s trade conference at Ottawa 
ends, and tens of millions’ worth of 
goods that Canada used to buy from 
us every year she will buy no more 
for the present. We cannot criticize 
the British and their dominions for 
endeavoring to establish free trade 
amoug themselves, as we have it 
among our forty-eight States. 

On the other hand, we buy every 
year from Canada more than the whole 
British Empire buys from her. We 
may be able to transfer that buying 
to home producers. If we do, Canadi 
will congratulate us. In any case, our 
total exports amount to only ten per 
cent of our total production, even in 
boom times. If all our people had all 
they want of everything the ten per 
cent exports would soon be absorbed.

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About Town

We have been informed, and we 
hope correctly, that the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works recently award- 
ed a contract for the construction of 
a State Highway in a nearby location, 
with the proviso that the contractor 
must pay the laborers he employs at 
the rate of 40c per hour. Because 
of the great number of unemployed 
there has been a trend the past two 
yenrs to reduce wages until a level 
has been reached in all too many in- 
stances which precludes those receiv- 
ing such wages from living up to any- 
thing resembling the much vaunted 
Aniericnn standard. Decent contrac- 
tors, manufacturers nnd other employ- 
ers of labor have ceased operating 
rather than ask men or women to 
work for wages such as paid today 
by the type of manufacturers and con- 
tractors who have taken advantage 
of economic conditions and a glutted 
labor market to pay their employees 
the lowest possible wages. Working- 
men with families to support can’t 
make both ends meet when paid 25c 
of 30c per hour when they succeed 
in obtaining work. Nor can women 
or girls decently exist on a weekly 
income of $6 a week, or less. It 
might surprise residents of Newton 
to learn that in factories in this city 
men are being paid less than $2 per 
day, and girls less than $6 per week. 

It took many years of bitter strug- 
gle to obtain better wages and work- 
ing conditions for American working 
men and women. Success in the ac- 
complishment of these efforts caused 
the United States to forge rapidly 
ahead of the countries in the Old 
World where lower wages and living 
conditions prevailed. Those who 
prate about the advantages of lower 
wages and recall that men success- 
fully raised families and acquired 
homes on a wage of $12 a week, don’t 
stop to consider that the standard 
of living had increased appreciably 
the past 40 years. They don’t con- 
sider that the homes which working- 
men had purchased during the past 
15 years were bought at prices which 
meant mortgages that cannot be paid 
off on $12 weekly wages; not to men- 
tion the ability to meet modern tax 
rates. Possibly some of the smug 
advocates of low wages and a re 
duced standard of living for the 
masses don’t reason that if mort- 
gages on homes were foreclosed by 
the wholesale, hanks and Insurance 
companies would be seriously affected. 
And this would not be so good for the 
smug reactionaries who have de- 
posited heavily in banks and insur- 
ance companies. 


A man who was a street railway ex- 
ecutive for many years, and who has 
been a resident of this city for some- 
time, complained to us recently of 
the quite inferior service given by 
the Boston Elevated to its patrons 
who use the line from Newton through 
Brighton to Boston as contrasted with 
the service on the lines which run via 
Beacon street through Brookline to 
the Reservoir, and along Common- 
wealth avenue to Lake street. This 
condition has been all too apparent 
to residents of Newton Corner, New- 
tonville and West Newton for many 1 
years. This veteran railroad man al- 
so mentioned the hazardous speed at 
which the rickety cars on the New- 
ton line are operated in the subway 
between Massachusetts avenue and I 
Copley Square stations. He said that 1 
"if a king bolt ever gives while one j 
of the cars is rolling along at this 
high speed, fatalities will probably oc- 
cur.” 


On Wednesday we journeyed to 
Nauset Beach at East Orleans to wit- 
ness the much advertised total eclipse 
of the sun. This spot was within the 
zone of totality. We had a hunch 
that it would be wisdom not to pro- 
ceed farther down the Cape than Or- 
leans because of the fact that there 
is but one main road between Or- 
leans and Provincetown. and this road 
would become so jammed with auto- 
mobiles that it would take hours to 
return after the eclipse was over. 
This hunch of ours proved to be cor- 
rect. Anyhow, we went to Nauset 
Beach. There were not 5000 persons 
at this beach, as one Boston paper 
stated. There were not over 1000 
persons there. 

It was an excellent place to wit- 
ness the big event. We saw all 
phases of the eclipse, including “Bai- 
ley’s Beads." But we didn’t see the 
greatly over-bnllyhooed corona. A 
big cloud, that floated between the 
sun and us folks in that area, a few 
minutes before the total eclipse, pre- 
vented the observance of the corona. 
Following the suggestions to observe 
the conduct of birds, animals and fishes 
during the eclipse, we noticed a large 
sea gull winging along, as if going 
home for the night. We saw a horse 
on a nearby hill continuing to work, 
because the Cape Codder driving him 
kept on harvesting his hay from the 
beginning of the eclipse to the end 
of that phenomena. And we can tes- 
tify that the sand fleas at Nauset 
Beach kept on biting through all 
phases of the eclipse. 


Automobile owners in Newton will 
enjoy slight reductions in the com- 
pulsory liability Insurance rates pub- 
lished this week. Reckless driving 
of cars and trucks in this city was 
undoubtedly lessened in past years 
because of the number of motorcycle 
officers putrolling the principal streets 
of this city, and the enforcement of 
the law by the judges of the Newton 
District Court in properly penalizing 
offenders. If the reduction of the num- 
ber of motorcycle officers in this city 
results in an increased number of ac- 
cidents, and thereby increases the 
rates of insurance here next year, it 
would he economy to restore the num- 
ber of its former quota. It will be 
interesting to see what happens. 


Owners of taxi cabs in this city nre 
concerned becuuse of the report thut 
one member of the Board of Aldermen 
Is endeavoring to have a rule passed 
which would compel taxi cabs in New- 
ton to he painted in lurid colors, as 
are taxi cabs in some other cities. 
The tuxi owners of this city state thut 
Newou residents are fustidious folks 
and will not ride in taxis which are 
painted in vivid hues.

About Town 

By Edward H. Powers 


“The female of the species Is the 
more dangerous.” This used to he 
snld of certain carnivorous animnls. 
It now can be snld of the human spe- 
cies in Massachusetts ns regards the 
operation of automobiles. Until the 
last few yenrs one rarely or never 
encountered a reckless female nuto- 
1st. But, how things have ehnnged. 
While It is true that youthful mnles 
are apt to operate light trucks and 
cars without due regnrd for the safety 
of others, the great majority of men 
of mature years drive with reason- 
able care. In proportion to their 
number, one observes many more 
reckless women drivers. And they 
are not confined to those of flapper 
years. Many of them are Indies who 
were born before the World Fair 
started In Chicago. They pull stuff 
on the highways thnt if done by a 
man would mean a fight, or at least 
cuss words on the part of those who 
are near victims, or real victims. And 
when they drive this way and think 
it smart, they are mistaken if they 
believe that they are showing clever- 
ness. Automobile accidents and fatal- 
Ities have so Increased, that reckless 
female drivers won’t be excused be- 
cause of their sex. 

The job of building the super-traffic 
highway along Boylston street is pro- 
ceeding rapidly. A huge hole was 
dug between Chestnut street and the 
Charles River for the abutments of 
the viaduct which will carry the 
turnpike over that street. A big fill 
has been made at Centre and Win- 
chester streets where the overpass 
will carry the heavy traffic. Boylston 
street surely is torn up and down. 


Residents of the Newtons must not 
wrap garbage in paper before placing 
it in the garbage containers, because 
the garbage of Newton is fed to pigs. 
That is — the pigs each such of it as 
is eatable. And pigs, not having the 
digestive ability of goats, cannot eat 
paper. Residents of Springfield have 
been ordered this week to wrap gar- 
bage in paper; also drain off liquid con- 
tents before wrapping. Springfield 
has a new incinerator where its gar- 
bage is going to be burned. This 
seems an economic waste, and there 
is apt to be some odor in the vicinity 
of the incinerator. 


When the new City Hall and War 
Memorial are dedicated next Armis- 
tice Day, a big military parade will 
be held. Military organizations and 
Legion Posts from various parts of 
the State will participate. And. ac- 
cording to reports, there will be a 
large turn out of Veterans of Foreign 
Wars. This is as it should be, be- 
cause the War Memorial to be dedi- 
cated is one of the most imposing In 
this Commonwealth. 

But. it seems that it would be em- 
inently fitting to have civic and fra- 
ternal organizations also actively par- 
ticipate in the dedication of our new 
City Hall. The men and women who 
compose such organizations have paid, 
and will pay $1,500,000 or so for the 
new buildings and the site they are 
on. It wouldn’t be a had idea to have 
as many of Newton’s citizens as pos- 
sible take an active part in the dedi- 
cation of their costly and beautiful 
new civic centre. It would be a prac- 
tical way to bring them to the new 
municipal capitol. impress them with 
the attractiveness of the structures 
and surrounding grounds and intro- 
duce them to this public property un- 
der auspicious conditions. Otherwise 
they may only come to the new City 
Hall when they have a grievance, and 
they may view the structure in a criti- 
cal, rather than a favorable mood. 


Driving over the bridge on Need- 
ham street yesterday afternoon we 
observed that the Charles River near 
the pumping station was in the mud- 
diest condition we ever saw it. Let’s 
hope that Newton’s water supply will 
not be affected adversely. 


In last week’s GRAPHIC was a ta- 
ble printed from information issued 
by the Mayor’s office. This table 
showed that three-eights of the money 
raised by tuxes in Newton last year 
was spent on the public schools of 
this city. The amount was $1,844,807. 
This was some change from condi- 
tions in the early days of this com- 
munity. In May 1699 the citizens of 
Newtowne voted to build a public 
school; this building to be 16 by 14 
feet. It was to be erected by the last 
of the following November. The 
school house was not built by that 
time. On January 1, 1700, the Select- 
men and inhabitants voted to hire 
John Staples to teach in the proposed 
school and to pay him 2 shillings 
each day for teaching. He was to 
teach four days a week. But the old- 
timers could not decide on the loca- 
tion of tlie school, and no schoolhou.se 
was erected until 1701. It w’as voted 
on May 14th of that year to build 
two schools. One was to he erected 
next to the meeting house, and was 
to be 17 feet square, besides chimney 
room. The meeting house was located 
on Centre street in the old burying 
ground. The other school was built on 
Dedham street. Oak Hill, near the site 
of the little Oak Hill school of recent 
years. For in those early days, Oak 
Hill was one of the most settled parts 
of the community. 

John Staples, the first school teach- 
er of Newtowne, was a weaver by 
trade, and came here in 1688. lie also 
served as deacon of the church, was 
Selectman from 1701 to 1709, uud 
Town Clerk from 1714 to 1734. 

Education in the town made little 
progress until 1717 when the citizens 
voted — “to give ten pounds this pres- 
ent year to the northwesterly, west, 
and southwesterly inhabitants for the 
promoting of Laming among them, In 
such placles as a Commity hereafter 
chosen .shall appoint; and to lie paid 
to such Hchoolemuster or sclioolemas- 
ters, as shall teach.” The inhabitants 
could not decide where these schools 
were to he located, und it wus a num- 
ber of years before they were erect- 
ed. Scunt opportunities were afforded 
tlie children of those days to obluiu 
eveu little educutiou. Their help was 
needed to cleur tlie forests und devel- 
op the furms.

Endorses Re-Election of Pres- 
ent Congressman 


Congressman Robert Luce of Wal- 
tham, candidate for the Republican 
nomination in the new Ninth District, 
today was notified by the Republican 
City Committee of Newton that ills 
candidacy has been endorsed by the 
unanimous vote of the Newton Com- 
mittee. Such action is announced as 
unusual, because it has not been the 
custom of the Newton Committee to 
take sides in primary contests. In the 
vote of the Committee, Mr. Luce, who 
stands solidly behind Preslden* Hoo- 
ver for a change in the prohibition 
amendment, was congratulated on the 
stand he has taken. The Committee’s 
action was communicated to Congress- 
man Luce by Margaret L. Spear. Sec- 
retary, and reads as follows: 

“At the last meeting of the Repub- 
lican City Committee of Newton it 
was unanimously voted to endorse 
your candidacy in the coming Prima- 
ries — and I was requested to notify 
you of this unusunl endorsement by 
our committee and also to congratu- 
late you on the brave stand you have 
taken on the much discussed Amend- 
ment.”

Gunmen Hold Up 
Gas Station At 
Newton Highlands 

Attendant Gagged, Bound and 
Kidnapped 


Monday morning about 5:45 two 
men drove into the gasoline fllliug 
station operated by the Shell Com 
puny at the corner of Beacon and 
Walnut streets, Newton Highlands. 
As Gordon Kelly of 199 Bussey street, 
East Dedham, the attendant at the 
station, was gauging the oil in the 
car, its two occupants alighted and 
each pressed a pistol against Kelly’s 
ribs. They bound and gagged him 
and threw him into the rear of the 
car they were driving, which bore 
Connecticut number plates. Incident- 
ally, they robbed the station cash 
drawer of $25. The robbers carried 
Kelly to the corner of Austin street 
and Hillside avenue. West Newton 
where they dumped him from the car 
Kelly munaged to loosen the gag and 
when a newsboy approached about 6 
o'clock, he called for aid; but the 
boy became scared and ran away 
Shortly afterwards. Wallace White of 
Edlnboro terrace, Newtonville, and 
Henry Richards of Hazelhurst road 
West Newton, driving by in a milk 
wagon, observed Kelly and freed him 
from bounds. They carried him to 
police headquarters at West Newton, 
where he reported the story of the 
robbery. 


Sewer Tunnel 
May Start At 
Hollis Street 


City Engineer Morse and Street 
Commissioner Stuart of Newton, with 
Consulting Engineers Metcalfe and 
Eddy, ot Boston, have been studying 
this week tentative plans for the 
route of the proposed trunk line sewer 
which is to be constructed in the 
near future in this city. The existing 
trunk line sewers of this city, built 
over 40 years ago. are now inadequate 
and it is imperative that the new 
sewer be constructed. It will connect 
’ with the Metropolitan sewer at the 
Brighton line on Tremont street, New- 
ton. It will be laid along Tremont 
street, via Park, Vernon and Eldredge 
streets, thence through private land 
to Hollis street. From this point the 
route of the sewer has not been defi- 
nitely decided upon. Borings have 
been, and are being made, which will 
determine the route. The sewer will 
be tunnelled under Mount Ida, either 
starting from Hollis street, or from 
the corner of Mount Ida street and 
Newtonville avenue. The westerly 
end ot this tunnel, which will be 5 
feet in diameter, will be near the 
corner of Surrey and Winchester 
roads. Newton. The sewer will then 
be laid under Cabot street. Park lane 
and Washington park to Walnut 
street. At one point it will be 150 
feet under the slope of Mount Ida.

Upper Falls Boy 
Wins Playground 
Essay Contest 

Edward Panella Wins Prize 
In Safety Essay 


The following essay by Edward Pa- 
nella of the Upper Falls Playground 
group shows something of the practi- 
cal nature of the ideas assimilated by 
the children as a result of the work 
of the Playground Department this 
summer. The second prize went to 
Joseph Allen of the Stearns School 
Playground and the third prize was 
awarded Catherine Calalian of the 
Cabot School Playground. 

How many accidents that have hap- 
pened could have been avoided? Cer- 
tainly most accidents are avoidable If 
people would only think before they 
act. Safety on the streets Is mostly a 
matter of acting thoughtfully and cau- 
tiously. 

During the playground safety trips 
tills summer many street dangers 
were pointed out to the children. We 
were taught to cross the street only 
at a cross-walk and to look first to 
the left and then to the right before 
leaving the curb. Loitering and fool- 
ing on the streets was pointed out as 
very unsafe. 

Children should learn to take care 
of themselves on the streets and not 
leave their safety to the drivers of 
automobiles who are often thought- 
less. Many lives are lost when chil- 
dren hook rides, run out from behind 
parked cars, and walk In front of 
buses after getting off. 

Bicycle riding Is fun, but it Is also 
very dangerous. Many boys and 
girls ride either in the middle of the 
street or on the sidewalk, both of 
which are wrong. The one riding In 
the middle of the street is liable to be 
struck by an automobile, while the one 
riding on the sidewalk Is endangering 
the lives of others as well as his own. 
A boy should always ride his bicycle 
on the right side of the road. 

Our city has provided safe places 
for children to play, yet how often we 
see children playing on the streets. 
Here children become so interested In 
their games that they forget about au- 
tomobiles. Why not use the play- 
ground where you know you are safe? 

There are a number of ways in 
which safety can be bettered in New- 
ton Upper Falls. I have made a list 
of them — 

1. Stop and enter signs and cross- 
walks at Hagerty’s corner. 

2. Stop and enter sign at corner 
of Winter and Chestnut streets. 

3. Stop and enter signs at Needham 
and Oak streets. 

4. Cross-walks at the entrance to 
the Playground. 

If more people would remember the 
golden rule of safety — “It is better 
be safe than sorry.” fewer lives 
would be lost on the streets.

AUGUST BUILDING REPORT 

The report of tile Newton Public 
Buildings Department for the month 
of August shows that 54 permits were 
Issued during the month. Of these 
7 were for private garages valued ut 
$3800; 12 for single dwellings valued 
at $115,150; 1 for a store valued at 
$10,000. The total estimated valua- 
tion of the work to be done under the 
54 permits is $148,635. So far this 
year 333 permits have been issued by 
the department with a valuation esti- 
mated ut $847,415. During the cor- 
responding period iu 1931, 630 per- 
mits were Issued, with a valuation of 
$4,060,421; In 1930 the number o| 
permits wub 722 and tile valuation 
$3,891,998. 


Completing its sixteenth season 
Camp Frank A. Day bad 160 different 
boys from Newton and vicinity.

The athletic program is wide and 
has expanded to some degree in the 
past season over other seasons. Great 
improvement can be noted in that 
phase of camp activity because of the 
amount of time given over to instruc- 
tion rather than playing of games. In- 
struction groups were held each 
morning and scheduled games were 
played in the afternoon. 

The educational program is becom- 
ing more and more an important fac- 
tor in camp life. Many new features 
were added to the camp program 
namely hammered pewter, rope weav- 
ing, ply-wood sculpture, soap carving, 
woodworking in small articles, and 
naturaJ knot carving. 

The religious program always plays 
an important part in the life and 
spirit of Camp Frank A. Day. Sun- 
day services are held in the Chapel 
"Deep in the Grand Old Pines”. Each 
morning just before breukfust the 
hoys gather for their morning devo- 
tions — Devotions which are made real 
and not the mystical or mysterious 
type. This particular spot in camp 
seems to be the first place the boys 
show their parents and friends. 

Dramatics under the splendid coach- 
ing of Mr. Murphy has brought the 
art to u very high plane. The mas- 
terpiece of the season was an Indiuti 
Pageant held on the beach. The pug 
euntry of the entire affair showed that 
the boys can and will do tilings as 
they have been done in the past. 

The evening progrums were planned 
und carried out by the boys them- 
selves. Their choice has been wide 
and well selected. 

The beach and water is always un 
interesting spot to the boys. Crew 
work formed a large part of the pro- 
gram and the Life-Saving Classes and 
T< it - were well attended. 3 i boys 
earned Life-Saving Awards. The Camp 
water equipment consisted of 17 
unoes, 8 rowboats. 2 war canoes, and 
1 sailboat. The beach Is u long stretch 
of bountiful white sand which makes 
it an Ideal and safe place for buttling 
and auuhatliH. 

The lieulth of the camp was excep- 
tionally good gain in weight via 
appurent iu most of the boys. The 
lurgest gain in any one cuse was 15 
pounds. Speciul cure is given to the 
hoys who ure underweigiit and ulso 
for posture correction. During the 
summer 35 of the campers received 
amt pussed their work in First Aid. 

In the complete program all activi- 
ties are optional with the hoys. It 
is the plan tliut the hoys select their 
own activities und work out their 
pedul projects. In this form of work

Luce, candi- 
date for the Republican nomination 
in the new Ninth District, will be the 
principal speaker at a rally to he held 
next Thursday evening. September 
15th, in the Auditorium of the New- 
ton High School In Newtonville. 
Mayor Sinclair Weeks of Newton will 
preside and will introduce the speaker. 

It is expected that this rally, to 
which all voters of the district are 
invited, will he the principal public 
appearance of Congressman Luce be- 
fore the primary contest on Tues- 
day. September 20th. 

Congressman Luce will explain in 
detail his stand on prohibition and 
will recite the accomplishments of the 
Hoover administration in its war 
against depression, as well as its drive 
for economy in government. 

It is expected, moreover, that he 
will explain the methods under which 
the Home Loan hanks will operate. 
This legislation which Is aimed to as- 
sist small home owners was “father- 
ed" by Congressman Luce, acting for 
President Hoover. 


Washington Street 
To Cost City 
About $100,000 

An agreement has been reached be- 
tween the City of Newton, the Coun- 
ty of Middlesex and the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts whereby the 
city will pay about two-thirds of the 
cost of resurfacing Washington street 
between Newton Corner and West 
Newton. The State and the county 
will each pay $25,493.75. Some months 
ago the Legislature passed an act 
authorizing the payment by the State 
of a sum not to exceed $35,000. or 
one-fourth the cost of the work. The 
officials of Middlesex County also 
agreed to pay a sum not to exceed 
$30,000 towards the cost of the proj- 
ect. It was supposed at that time 
that the job would cost about $185.- 
000. The actual cost was under $150.- 
000 so the State and County agreed 
with the city that their contributions 
would he lower than the maximum 
agreed upon. Their contributions will 
be approximately one- half of the cost 
of the building of the four concrete 
lanes which compose the main part 
of the roadway. The city will pay 
the other half of the cost and also 
the cost of the bituminous macadam 
lanes at the sides of the street.

AHEAD— FIRS! GAME 
ONLY TWO WEEKS OFF 

The 1932 footbnll season is rapidly 
approaching. Candidates for the New- 
ton high school varsity began prac- 
tice yesterday morning ’In prepara- 
tion for the coming senson which 
opens two weeks from tomorrow on 
the Dickinson Stadium gridiron.

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WHY WE ARE A CANDIDATE 


Some weeks a«ro we announced our candidacy for the Republi- 
can nomination ns Representative from the 4th Middlesex District, 
comprising: Wards 1, 2, 3 and 7 of the city of Newton. With the 
primaries on Sept. 20th a little more than a week away the public 
should be informed as to the reasons we projected ourselves into a 
contest, for which the present two Representatives are candidates for 
re-nomination. 

The first of these reasons is the belief that rotation in ^offices 
makes for better government unless circumstances have arisen which 
make the retention in office a desirable factor. This is particularly 
true when any officeholder performs meritorious service and shows 
more than average ability in certain directions. The two Represen- 
tatives from the 4th district are Rupert C. Thompson and William 
B. Baker, with both of whom we have enjoyed a friendly acquaintance 
and with whom we trust this relation may still continue regardless of 
the outcome. Rep. Thompson has served three terms, a period of six 
years and Rep. Baker has served two terms, a period of four years. 
Rep. Baker has achieved some distinction through the fact that, al- 
though a newly elected member, he was appointed to the highly im- 
portant Ways and Means Committee. His ability is frequently com- 
mended by those in touch with legislative affairs and we have no hesi- 
tation in affirming our belief that the voters of Newton should retain 
his sendees. Rep. Thompson has been a member of committees of 
lesser importance and at the beginning of the past two-year term was 
assigned to two committees. Election Laws and Insurance, — entirely 
separated from those committees which he had previously served upon, 
namely. Mercantile Affairs and Cities. It is quite an ordinary custom 
for a member of a committee for four years to become its chairman 
during his next term and quite unusual for such a complete shift of 
assignments. During the past 25 years Newton has had but one Repre- 
sentative who has served six years with the exception of Speaker Sal- 
tonstall. Rep. Luitweiler, and Rep. Thompson, present Representatives 
with Mr. Baker from the two districts in Newton. This sole instance 
was that of Ex-Mayor Henry E. Bothfield who served in the Legisla- 
ture for six one-year terms from 1910 through 1915. Rep. Thompson, 
therefore, having held the office beyond the average length of service, 
with no outstanding accomplishments to his credit, and with appar- 
ently no opportunity to serve the district to greater advantage should, 
we believe, be replaced by another qualified candidate. 

It being the opinion of many Newton voters that Newton should 
select a Representative to succeed Mr. Thompson we entered the field 
on the basis that our newspaper experience and activity in trade and 
business organizations qualifies us for the office. This experience has 
given us the opportunity of close contact and knowledge of city and 
state affairs in many directions. Any new candidate for this office 
should also be one who is of the so-called “younger” group in the 
Republican party. There is a need for the development of new blood 
in the party. We say this 'with no disparagement to those who have 
carried on in the past and maintained Newton as the “banner Re- 
publican city of the State.” But if this situation is to prevail in the 
future the burden of the task must fall upon those who are willing 
to do their part. For the period of more than twelve years during 
which we have been privileged to vote we have exercised our privi- 
lege whenever possible to do so and have always been a loyal supporter 
of Republican measures and principles. We shall continue on this 
policy. 

We also believe that a qualified candidate for office whose busi- 
ness is entirely confined to the city he represents is one to be preferred 
above a candidate who is a citizen through maintaining residence in 
the district. The Newton businessman, and especially a local news- 
paper man, has the opportunity to keep in closer touch with his con- 
stituents than one whose business is outside of the city. This close 
contact with local affairs keeps one in touch with the needs of the 
city and district. 

Fourthly, there has been considerable criticism by the average 
voter of the failure of the legislature to take action endeavoring to 
relieve the constant pressure of increased taxation. The last legisla- 
ture voted extra compensation for the special session last fall, it dodged 
the mild efforts made to reduce legislative salaries, and it failed to 
enact legislation for relief of cities and towns in financial distress. This 
latter point is highly important. Newton is probably in the best 
financial situation of any city in the state. Legislation for relief of 
those communities in financial distress is in the offing. Newton may 
well be called upon to share a burden of this relief. Our representa- 
tives should be forewarned to make certain that Newton’s share will 
not be out of proportion to its duty. 

While we might cite other reasons urging the voters of the 4th 
Middlesex District to support our candidacy we rest our case with 
the pledge: 

To regularly attend sessions of the legislature. 

To endeavor to secure elimination of waste and extrava- 
gance in governmental expenses. 

To support reasonable and just measures for reduction 
of salaries of elected officials. 

To place the interests of our constituents above all. 


School days are here again!

In the contest for the Repnbllcan 
nominations for Representative from 
the 5th Middlesex District, which In- 
cludes Wards 4. 5 and 6 of this city 
there are live candidates; the two 
present incumbents. Leveret t Salton- 
stall of Chestnut Hill, and Clnrence 
S. Luitweiler of Newton Highlands; 
besides Henry W. Rail of Newton 
Highlands, Mrs. Margaret L. Spear of 
Newton Centre, and Harold F. Young 
of Auhurndale. Republican voters at 
the primary election on September 
20th should not fail to vote for Mr. 
Saltonstnll for one of the two nomi- 
nations. A young man of unusual abil- 
ity and character, he has been Speak- 
er of the House of Representatives 
for the past four years, is a power 
in the affairs of State, and seems 
destined for higher political honors. 
The assumption on the part of too 
many voters that "Mr. Saltonstnll is 
certain of re-nomination, and does 
not need my vote.” might result in his 
defeat. 


Talking about contests for Repub- 
lican nominations as Representative 
to the General Court. In the 4th Mid- 
dlesex District. which comprises 
Wards 1, 2. 3 and 7 of this city there 
are three candidates: the two present 
incumbents, William R. Raker of West 
Newton and Rupert C. Thompson of 
Newtonville; and Warren K. Rrlmble- 
com of Newtonville. The writer was 
the 'irst person to suggest that Mr. 
Thompson be chosen to represent this 
district in the Legislature. Prior to 
1927 the City of Newton had three 
Representatives in the Legislature; 
this city consisting of one district. 
In that year this city, because of its 
growth in population, was to have 
two districts and four Representa- 
tives; two from each district. These 
Representatives were elected at the 
State Election in November, 1926. A 
few months prior to that election Ar- 
thur W. Hollis, now Senator from 
the First Middlesex District, and then 
one of Newton’s three Representatives 
was conversing with the writer about 
the additional Representative which 
Newton would be entitled to. Mr. 
Hollis was to be a candidate for re- 
election and so were the other two 
Representatives. Mr. Luitweiler and 
Mr. Saltonstall. The two latter would 
be voted for in the 5th Middlesex 
District, as one resided in Ward 5 
and the other in Ward 6. This meant 
that a new man would have to be 
elected from the 4th Middlesex Dis- 
trict. Mr. Hollis casually remarked to 
yours truly, "Who would you suggest 
for the office?" We answered, either 
Roy Collins. Alderman from Ward 2. 
or Rupert Thompson, who had served 
as Chairman of the Republican City 
Committee. We had come in contact 
with Mr. Collins during his several 
years service in the Roard of Aider- 
men and liked his personality. Our 
acquaintance with ‘‘Rupie", as Mr. 
Thompson is known to his boyhood ac- 
quaintances. had dated back to the 
years when we were juveniles at New- 
ton Corner. We knew him us a gen- 
ial. friendly man. 

So. when we met Mr. Collins at the 
next meeting of the Aldermen, we sug- 
gested that he run for the nomina- 
tion. He replied that he had con- 
cluded to retire from politics, and 
so would not seek the nomination. 
A couple of days later at Newton- 
ville we met a close friend and as- 
sociate of Mr. Thompson’s and told 
him of having suggested Mr. Collins’ 
and Mr. Thompson’s names for the 
new office, and of Mr. Collins’ declina- 
tion. Whereupon, the gentleman with 
whom we were conversing said. “Ru- 
pert would fit right into that position. 
He has plenty of time to serve in 
that office. He Is down the Cape now 
and I shall telephone him today about 
this." He did. Mr. Thompson be-* 
came a candidate for the office, and 
nomination papers were taken out for 
him. Subsequently papers were ulso 
taken out for Mr. Collins and William 
R. Raker, but they later withdrew. 
Mr. Thompson received the nomina- 
tion. and was elected. 

Having been the original booster 
of Mr. Thompson for Legislative hon- 
ors, we regret that we feel it our 
duty this year to oppose him. Our 
friendship for him has not changed. 
But, Mr. Thompson has had six years 
service in the Legislature. A longer 
period than any Representative from 
this city, with a few exceptions. It 
is our belief that 6 years is long 
enough for any man to hold a political 
office, unless he shows unusual abil- 
ity, or has acquired considerable 
prestige in office. Without disparag- 
ing the service in public office of Mr. 
Thompson, his record is not superior 
to that of his predecessors who served 
fewer years than he has.

The con- 
viction that your nerves justify this 
little vacation. The silence of your 
fellow passengers. The wonder if 
they, like yourself, haven’t slept a 
wink. The man who starts clearing 
his throat at 6 a. m. The unexpected 
nap with a weird dream. The decision 
to get up. The realization you are 
first in the washroom. The sleepy 
porter who is now a little more atten- 
tive. Ablutions, shaving and dressing. 
How odd we all look in the morning. 
The wait for breakfast. The begin- 
ning of another day. 


Drivers’ t>ivera Troubles 

You’re hound to hear statements 
from drivers of automobiles more or 
less critical of the traffic officers. The 
roughest experience was that of a 
Newton man who ran past a stop sig- 
nal in a small town near here. It 
wasn’t such a terrible offence, but the 
fact that the signal had been recently 
installed in the centre of the town and 
none of the passing motorists seemed 
aware of its presence caused the chief 
of police to decide that all should he 
deeply impressed.

ABOUT BILLBOARDS

To the Editor: 

In your last issue you had an edi- 
torial entitled “A Thorn Among 
Roses,” referring to the billboards 
which mar the entire setting of the 
New City Hall. 

It may be Interesting in connection 
with this to know that in 1924 the 
Committee on State Administration, 
of which I was .a member, and of 
which I have been chairman for the 
last four years, reported out bills 
which eventually became Chapters 
327. 334. 490 of the General Laws of 
1924. These bills gave the commis- 
sioner of public .works the authority 
to remove all objectionable signs and 
these four signs did come under this 
legislation. 

On the attempt of the commission- 
er to put the law into effect an in- 
junction was asked for and granted 
and the matter bus been before a 
master ever since and no definite 
report as yet been made. 

Any further legislation is futile in 
view of this court action and I un- 
derstand that if they are defeated in 
the Massachusetts Supreme Court, 
where the matter will go on the mas- 
ter’s report, it is their intention to. 
take it to the United States Court.

About Town 


By Edw. H. Power* 


Abraham Lincoln said — "You can 
fool all of the people some of the 
time, and some of the people all of 
the time, hut you can’t fool all the 
people all the time.” This truth 
should he remembered by political 
propagandists who disseminate incor- 
rect reports about factories and mills 
putting to work large numbers of men 
and women. 

Several days ago B. Perini & Sons 
of Framingham, contractors who are 
building that section of the Boston 
and Worcester turnpike through 
Natick, laid 5564 linear feet of this 
broad, concrete surface highway in 12 
hours. Such speed was made possi- 
ble? by the large amount of modern 
road building machinery operated on 
this job. With such methods used in 
building modern highways, how fool- 
ish for supposedly wise persons to ad- 
vocate the appropriation of hundreds 
of millions of dollars to relieve un 
employment by a wholesale road 
building program. 

Human nature, in Its essentials, 
does not change much through the 
ages. Nearly two thousand years 
have passed since Christ spoke the 
parable about the "wicked servant." 
Today there are, as In ancient days, 
men who demand leniency for them- 
selves. but who refuse It to those 
over whom they have control. And 
the more adamant they are in refus- 
ing leniency to others, the more im- 
portunate they seehi to be in seek- 
ing it. For instance, we observe a 
wealthy landlord who inherited much 
valuable real estate, business build- 
ings erected many years ago at low* 
cost. As the city grew rapidly so 
did the value of these buildings. A 
striking example of unearned incre- 
ment. During the boom years, the 
years of the war and those following, 
this landlord tripled the rents of ten- 
ants. While business was prosperous 
the tenants managed to meet the 
greatly increased rentals, although to 
do so was a struggle on the part of 
some of them. Because of the de- 
pression of the past three years the 
tenants find themselves unable to meet 
the large rents. They appeal to their 
landlord. Does he give them relief 
ly lowering the high rents? No! He 
does not even unswer their appeals. 
But. the same landlord, the assessed 
valuations of whose properties % were 
Increased only a fraction In propor- 
tion to the raises he made in his 
rents, becomes highly indignant when 
the valuation on his properties is not 
decreased to the extent he demands 
and starts litigation against the city 
where his properties are located. 

In the GRAPHIC on August 19th 
was an article stating that 225 citi- 
zens of Newton, including about 100 
school teachers, had volunteered to 
help count votes at the polling places 
In Newton at the coming elections. 
Several persons, whose names were 
included In the printed list of the 
supposed volunteers, have spoken to 
us about this article. They said that 
their first information of this matter 
was when they saw their names in 
eluded in the printed lists in the pa- 
per. Upon further investigation we 
ascertained that the public school 
teachers did volunteer. Practically all 
of the teachers are Republicans. As 
there must he an equal number* of 
Democrats serving at the polls, the 
City Clerk requested several well 
known Democrats of this city to sup- 
ply him with names of citizens who 
would represent the Democratic party 
in the ranks of the unpaid, assistant 
precinct officers. 

A woman came into the GRAPHIC 
office on Tuesday morning and asked 
that parents be warned to caution 
children who ride in automobiles.

Protests Against Gas Sta. 

At West Newton 


Cross Street Residents Object To Station at Corner of Wash- 
ington and Cross Streets 


The regular meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night was 
quite brief. Ir did not start until 8.20; 
the business before the meeting was 
concluded at 9, when a recess was de- 
clared. This recess was over at 9.5B 
add the Board reconvened just to ad- 
journ. 

The first matters on the docket were 
hearings announced on petitions of the 
Edison and Telephone companies for 
p<ple locations on Ashton avenue, Bea- 
con street near Nehoiden road, Moss- 
field road and Woodcliff road. No per- 
sons appeared to object to these peti- 
tions. 

An attorney whose name sounded 
like Max Kalman, when lie announced 
it, appeared for Frank Vincenzo, who 
seeks a permit for a gasoline filling 
station at 1105 Washington street. 
West Newton, at the corner of Cross 
street. The petition for this station 
was entered in the name of Carmela 
Vincenzo, who was the wife of Frank 
Vincenzo. She died subsequent to the 
filling of the orginal petition. Vin- 
cenzo's attorney stated that the peti- 
tioner owns 10.000 feet of land at the 
locus and would spend $10,000 to erect 
a nice station there. 

Considerable opposition developed 
against this petition. Mrs. Clara Quinn 
of 1113 Washington street registered 
opposition because she contends that 
the station would be a fire hazard, a 
menace to health and public safety 
and would depreciate the values of 
nearby properties. Robert Jigger of 
27 Cross street objected to the station 
as a menace to the safety of 14 school 
children living on Cross street. Mari- 
on Marsh of 5S Cross street objected 
and stated that the narrowness of the 
street makes it now a traffic hazard. 
Arthur Rogers of 35 Cross street, as 
the father of three small children, ob- 
jected to the proposed station. Mrs. 
Charles Prescott of 16 Cross street, 
the mother of three school children, 
and Mrs. George Quinn of 12 Cross 
street, the mother of two children, 
also objected. 

Frank Wilson of Boston as attorney 
for Salvatore de Filippo of Watertown 
street asked that the latter be given 
a permit to alter a building at 151 
Adams street. Nonantum, so that it 
may be used as a dry cleansing shop, 
and that he be permitted to Install 
a tank to store 250 gallons of gaso- 
line. Wilson stuted that this struc- 
ture was formerly used as a garage, 
but cannot be rented for such a pur- 
pose now. He said the petition has 
the approval of the Fire Chief and 
Public Buildings Commissioner. James 
Dangelo of Chapel street said he has 
been a resident of Nonantum for 40 
years and favors the petition. Miss 
Louise Manning of 15 Adams court 
objected to the petition. She stated 
she had not objected to a former peti- 
tion for the conversion of the building 
into a cleansing establishment, but the 
petitioner had erected a boiler-room 
directly in front of her house. She 
said no permit for the erection of this 
addition was displayed on the work, 
as required by law. 

Firoangelo Gasbarri of 342 Boylston 
street. Newton Centre, leading citizen 
of the Thompsonville district, asked 
that he be granted a permit for a gas- 
oline filling station oil land he owns 
at the corner of Boylston street and 
Gasbarri avenue. He said this lund 
has been idle for years and produced 
no revenue. He contended that a sta- 
tion is a public necessity there, as 
there is no station on that side of 
Boylston street for a couple of miles. 
City Clerk Grant read letters from 
owners of two abutting properties fa- 
voring the petition. 

John McEnanev and Thomas McEn- 
aney of Highland street asked that 
they be granted a permit to sell gaso- 


line at 44 Chestnut street, West New- 
ton. The petition as printed on the 
docket stnted that the locus is owmed 
by the estate of William Mague, is 
under lease to the Crane Puller Com- 
pany. and it is desired to install a 
tank underground to store 1000 gal- 
lons of gasoline, and also to erect a 
pump. John McEnaney called atten- 
tion to the fact that this was not cor- 
rect. The tank and pump are already 
on the premises. The petition seeks 
to obtain a permit for the sale of gas- 
oline there. Thomas McEnaney stated 
that he and three others of his family 
are out of work and desire to estab- 
lish a service station and gasoline sta- 
tion at the locus specified. Three 
years ago the Crane Puller Company 
sought a permit there, but the peti- 
tion was refused in line with the Al- 
dermen's policy not to grant more per- 
mits for sidewalk filling stations. 

Dr. Edward Melius asked that ap- 
propriations be made for the construc- 
tion of sewers in Clements road and 
Cotton street. He said that because 
of the nature of the soil there cess- 
pools and septic tanks are not practi- 
cal, and conditions are unhealthy. 
Vincent Squiers also asked for the sew- 
ers in these streets. He said a septic 
tank on .the lot next to his does not 
function and overflows onto his prop- 
erty. Later in the meeting the Al- 
dermen appropriated $7399 for a sewer 
in Clements road and $3180 for a sew- 
er in Cotton street. 

Other items on the docket called for 
hearings for the construction of sew- 
ers in Hersey street and Thornton 
road, Newton Highlands. Alderman 
Murray asked that these petitions be 
placed on file as City Engineer Morse 
had staled that such sewers are not 
necessary. 

Two jurors were drawn for the civil 
session of t he Superior Court at Cam- 
bridge next month. They were James 
A. Seeley of 757 Washington street and 
William Quigley of 61 Huntington 
road. William Edson of 11 Central 
street was drawn to serve as a juror 
at the Criminal Session of the Superi- 
or Court at Cambridge next month. 

William F. Brennan of Waban Hill 
road. Chestnut Hill, infused a little 
pep into the meeting. Mr. Brennan 
hits taken more than a passive inter- 
est in municipal affairs in years past. 
On several occasions when lie believed 
city affairs were not conducted accord- 
ing to Hoyle he protested. And when his 
protests were not heeded, he persisted 
until on at least one mutter he suc- 
ceeded in accomplishing his aim. This 
was concerning the assessment which 
for years was levied for the watering 
of streets. Last year Mr. Brennan 
raised an objection to the matter of 
the Mayor’s salary. The salary was 
formerly $3000. In 1929 after former 
Mayor Childs had announced that he 
would not be a candidate for re-elec- 
tion, he recommended that the salary 
of the Mayor be raised from $3000 to 
$5000. The then Board voted to accept 
this recommendation over the protest 
of Sinclair Weeks, who was then an 
Alderman and whose cundidacy for 
Mayor had been announced. Mr. 
Weeks stated that if elected he 
would not accept the increase. And 
he has not. Last winter Mr. Brennan 
wrote letters to the Aldermen sug- 
gesting that Section 10, Chapter 2, of 
the City Ordinances be changed so 
that it would read “The maximum 
salary of the Mayor shall not exceed 
$5000 per year.” His suggestion was 
not adopted 

So. Mr. Brennan wrote another let- 
ter to the Board and he was present 
in person on Monday night to see that 
this letter was read. In this letter he 
said that “This gives notice that 
the next Legislature will be appealed 
to as a matter of government economy

Fannie W. Fogg, 
Newton’s Oldest 
Resident, Dies 

Born at Newton Highlands 
Nearly 101 Years Ago 

Fanny Fogg of 79 Woodward street, 
Newton Highlands, the oldest native 
resident of Newton died on Wednes- 
day at her home. She was born Octo- 
ber 13, 1831, on Winchester street, 
Oak Hill, the daughter of David Fogg 
and Elizabeth Dana Fogg. She attend- 
ed the little district school at Newton 
Highlands and later entered the 
Bridgewater Normal School. Gradu- 
ating from that institution she became 
a teacher in the Newton Public 
Schools. 

In 1865, after having taught school 
for 12 years, she contracted a severe 
cold, resigned her position and started 
for her brother’s home in Zanesville, 
Ohio to recuperate. While en route, 
at Sandusky, Ohio, the train she was 
riding in w’aa wrecked and she was 
critically injured. She was confined 
to bed in her brother's home for 9 
months, and upon being brought back 
to her home at Newton Highlands was 
confined to bed for another year. Dur- 
ing the rest of her long life she was 
an invalid and unable to resume ac- 
tive work. In May 1919 she fell and 
received a severe fracture of the hip. 
She was a patient at the Newton Hos- 
pital for nine weeks, but the fracture 
knit and Miss Fogg recovered. 

Miss Fogg retaiued her mental fac- 
ulties to a wonderful degree. She 
could recall incidents of her younger 
days and also took an active interest 
in current affairs. She was ill for 
three weeks preecdlng her death. As 
an instance of her keenness, she com- 
mitted verses of poetry to memory 
during the last three months of her 
life. Miss Fogg had a cheerful, pa- 
tient disposition which stood by her 
in good steud during the 67 years of 
her invalidism. When 16 years of age 
she joined the First Baptist Church at 
Newton Center and during her long 
life this church was extremely loyal 
to her and ministered to her needs. 
Her mother died in 1855, her father 
in 1859 and of her four sisters and 
two brothers, the last died in 1875. 

Miss Fogg’s 100th birthday was ob- 
served last year by a reception which 
was attended by many of her friends, 
and she was the recipient of numer- 
ous floral tributes and other gifts. 

Her funeral service will be held this 
afternoon at 2:20 at her late home. 
Rev. Charles N. Arbuckle of the First 
Baptist Church will officiate and in- 
terment will be in the old cemetery 
on Whichever street, Newton High 
lands.

Congressman Robert Luce addressed 
an audience at the Newton High School 
auditorium last night. He explained 
his consistent support of President 
Hoover, outlined the new Home Loan 
Bank bill and stated his position on 
prohibition. He was introduced by 
Mayor Sinclair Weeks, who stressed 
the advisability of returning Mr. Luce 
to Congress and praised him for the 
record he has made in his fourteen 
years of service at Washington. May- 
or Weeks commented upon the fact 
that all three of the candidates for 
the nomination in the new ninth dis- 
trict were friends of his. Dr. Murphy 
of Brookline is a candidate whose 
platform has for its chief plank the 
repeal of prohibition. Mayor Weeks 
stated that though in favor of repeal 
himself the wisest course was to up- 
hold the Republican party plank. 
Ralph Robart. the third candidate, is 
not entitled to the nomination because 
be does not live in the district. Mayor 
Weeks stated. While it is legal for 
anyone to represent a district other 
than that in which he lives the New- 
ton Mayor believes that men and wom- 
en of the district are a "bit provincial” 
in this respect and that Mr. Robart 
should seek the nomination in bis own 
district. Mr. Luce during the past 
few years has been called upon by 
President Hoover for advice and infor- 
mation on many matters and the coun- 
try needs such experience and influ- 
ence as Mr. Luce can bring to the next 
Congress. 

Mayor Weeks first introduced Rep- 
resentative Colonel Hanson of Wal- 
tham. who spoke from a veteran’s 
point of view of Mr. Luce's qualifica- 
tions. He explained that Mr. Luce's 
length of service in Congress brought 
him seniority appointments on high- 
ly important committees. The next 
speaker was Miss Margaret McGill, 
chairman of Middlesex County of the 
Massachusetts Women’s Republican 
Club. Miss McGill gave three reasons 
why the women of the district should 
support Mr. Luce in the primaries next 
Tuesday. 

Congressman Luce was given an en- 
thusiastic reception when he rose to 
speak. During the entire course of 
his remarks the audience evidenced 
intense interest in his remarks, which 
he characterized as being the first 
opportunity in eight years he had had 
to speak before as large a gathering 
of his constituents in order to dis- 
cuss important questions of the day.

The committee will start work on 
the registration of new voters immedi- 
ately after the primaries, when it is 
planned to send out 8000 cards to non- 
registered citizens of Republican tend- 
encies.

Newton’s Candidates For 
Legislature All Favor 
Economy In Government 

National Economy League Presents Answers to Questionnaire 
It Sent Candidates 


The following are the replies re- 
ceived up to September 10th In 
reply to a questionnaire submitted 
by The National Economy League to 
the candidates for state office who are 
appealing to the voters of the city of 
Newton for their support at the Pri- 
mary Election to he held next Tues- 
day. 

The first question was: “If nomi- 
nated and elected to the General 
Court, will you endeavor to secure a 
reduction of the cost of state, county 
and Municipal government In Massa- 
chusetts? 

The second question was: “Have 
you specific measures to advocate to 
secure such reduction?” 

District Four of Middlesex county 
comprises Wards 1. 2. 3 and 7. Dis- 
trict Five Is comprised of Wards 4, 
5 and 6. The answers follow: 

William B. Baker. 1025 Walnut St., 
Newton Highlands; candidate for 
State Representative from the fourth 
district: 

1. Yes. 

2. I am sitting as a member of the 
Recess Committee of the Legislature, 
which was appointed to investigate 
the general subject of public expen- 
ditures. as you will see by House Bill 
No. 1481, a copy of which I am en- 
closing. A report will be made by 
that committee for the Legislature on 
the measures which the Committee 
believes will reduce expenditures and, 
if all of the measures that I advocate 
are not included in the filed report, I 
shall probably make a separate re- 
port of my own. 

I enclose a copy of a radio address 
which I gave over Station WBZ on 
Sept. 1. relating to expenditures by 
municipalities and the granting of 
credit by the Commonwealth. This 
was of necessity very general in char- 
acter. but it indicates some of my 
views about public expenditures. I 
feel very strongly that the greatest 
work that your League can do is in 
counteracting constant proposals that 
come from organized minorities for 
all sorts of public expenditures. 

Warren K. Brimblecom. o Fairfield 
street. Newtonville: candidate for 
State Representative from the Fourth 
Distrtct : 

1. Yes. 

2. I shall be guided largely by the 
recommendations of the special com- 
mittee of the 1932 General Court ap- 
pointed to consider governmental 
costs. I am prepared, however, to 
support any proper legislation when 
convinced it will bring about the much 
desired result. 

Rupert C. Thompson. 60 Hull street, 
Newton, candidate for State Repre- 
sentative from the Fourth District: 

1. Yes. 

2. 1st — A general reduction of all 
salaries. 2nd — Elimination of all non- 
essential projects and departments. 
3rd — The placing of all necessary de- 
partments on a strictly business ba- 
sis. 4th — In a nutshell, not only ad- 
vocating but putting all government 
on the same basis as has been neces- 
sary in the home and private busi- 
ness, that is. living on the available 
income. 

Henry W. Bail. 1025 Walnut street, 
Newton Highlands. candidate for 
State Representative from the Fifth 
District: 

1. Yes. 

2. Repeal mandatory legislation 
that compels cities and towns to ap- 
propriate money for purposes which 
savor of too much paternalism; above 
reference in particular concerned with 
laws affecting education, welfare and 
highways. The proper way to reduce 


tax rates Is to reduce or eliminate 
unnecessary expense. 

Harold F. Young, 139 Rowe street, 
Auburndale. candidate for State Rep- 
resentative from the Fifth District: 

1. Yes. 

2. A reduction in Legislative sal- 
aries. and a suspension of all non- 
governmental activities. 

Leverett Saltonstall. 240 Chestnut 
Hill road. Chestnut Hill, candidate for 
State Representative from the Fifth 
District : 

Broadly speaking, such questions 
come before the legislature in the 
consideration of State and County 
budgets. There are two methods by 
which the legislature can reduce State 
and County expenses. The first 
method is to prune and cut down but 
not eliminate any service the State or 
County governments now perform; for 
instance, suspending of the building 
of new roads. The second method is 
to cut out a service the government 
now performs, that is. close a public 
building that is now in operation. If 
elected. I will be glad to consider 
either suggestion when the budget 
message of His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor. reaches the Legislature and 
concrete suggestions are offered by 
him or by other citizens. 

The legislature is concerned with 
municipal expenditure in one of two 
ways : 

First — It may create a new service 
for the municipality to perform and 
pay for. or it may give a new man- 
date to a municipality which will in- 
volve that municipality in additional 
expense. I am opposed, this year, to 
the creation of any such service if 
it is humanely possible in the public 
interest to avoid it. I am also in favor 
of eliminating or modifying services 
now in existence if the public inter- 
est requires them to be modified or 
eliminated. 

Secondly — The legislature may au- 
thorize municipalities to borrow 
money beyond the limit allowed by 
law (2 *- 2 % of the assessed valuation). 
If elected. I shall give any such re- 
quest made this year as careful con- 
sideration as possible and shall vote 
against it unless, in my opinion, it is 
absolutely needed by the people of the 
municipality in question. 

This answer is not specific. It can- 
not properly be specific. A decision 
as to whether a service should be re 
duced or eliminated can only be made 
after listening to the report of the 
executive department in charge of the 
service, to the persons benefited by 
the service, and to the persons who 
pay for the service, namely, the tax- 
payers as a whole. Your League can 
perform a useful work by undertak- 
ing to attend the various committee 
meetings at which such matters are 
considered and by giving the Legisla- 
ture the benefit of your various in- 
vestigations of services performed by 
the government and your opinion of 
their necessity.

NEWTON TEAM 

DEVELOPING FAST 

Conch Ralph Sanborn of the Newton 
High School football team has had 
nearly 150 boys out for the varsity 
squad this week and has divided the 
candidates into two groups. With tho 
assistance of Coach Charlie Considine 
he is concentrating his efforts on the 
development of the varsity outfit. Jeff 
Jones, coach of the intermediate var- 
sity eleven a year ago. Is handling 
the other group and with Coach 
Stanhope being available in a few days 
it is planned to divide this group, con- 
sisting entirely of juniors and sopho- 
mores. into the usual intermediate and 
junior varsity teams. 

With the present varsity squad the 
youth and inexperience of the candi- 
dates has resulted In considerable 
practice on the fundamentals of the 
sport with attention to conditioning, 
blocking, tackling, passing, punting, 
and handling of the hall.

Conway was a 
substitute guard a year ago and the 
slight experience he gathered gives 
him an edge on the other candidates. 
He must develop along with these oth- 
er candidates in order to retain his 
position as there is a spirited battle 
among the others. 

Captain Warren Huston should be 
one of the outstanding schoolboy 
hacks this fall judging from his nat- 
ural ability and his play the past two 
years.

Rotary Club 


Harold B. Willis of the firm of Al- 
len and Collins, architects of the new 
City Hall, was the principal speaker at 
the regular luncheon meeting of the 
Club held at the Woodland Golf Club 
on Monday. He gave a most interest- 
ing Inside story of this beautiful struc- 
ture which Is fast nearing completion. 

He told how after studies, starting 
ten years ago, the present site was 
selected. The plans at first placed the 
building facing the Avenue, but the 
Importance of the traffic on Walnut 
street finally brought about the de- 
cision for the present position. 

Not forgetting the approach from 
the west must bo made Interesting, 
they finally settled on one connected 
group of buildings. Clay models were 
used before the drawings were made. 
Two buildings are really in the pro- 
cess of completion, one a city hall and 
the other a war memorial. The char- 
acters of the entrance to each are an 
indication of the uses to which each 
Is devoted. 

Working drawings were soon fol- 
lowed by estimates and the awarding 
or contracts. In the meanwhile build- 
ing costs came down so much that the 
final cost was estimated at $650,000. 
Further reductions In cost have made 
It possible to use better material, such 
as real lime stone, acoustical plaster 
and teakwood for floors. 

The city hall proper faces Walnut 
street, the foyer leads into the differ- 
ent city offices and aldermanic cham- 
ber. The architectural features are 
worked out with regard to color 
schemes, furniture, and draperies. 
The remaining offices are typical of 
many business office rooms with par- 
titions of enamel steel. The mayor’s 
office is finished in knotty pine with 
fireplace and an interesting map of 
Newton over It. A well studied scheme 
of lighting features is carried through- 
out. 

Memorial Hall, on the other hand, 
Is more monumental. The approach 
from the west over the steps is into a 
lobby which leads Into the Memorial 
Hall. This room is a pantheon with a 
Georgian type of architecture, marble 
floor, and rostrum. There is no ar- 
rangement for such things as moving 
pictures. This hall will seat three 
hundred and fifty. 

Off from this are offices of the 
various war veterans organizations, 
Grand Army, Spanish War Veterans, 
American Legion. A cafeteria in the 
basement is so arranged to take care 
of large groups. 

Leading into the war memorial part 
from Commonwealth avenue one en- 
ters the so called hall of flags which 
was developed late in the plan. The 
first part of this is octagonal in shape 
with a twenty-five foot ceiling and a 
block of marble in the center upon 
which will rest the book of records and 
photographs in metal of all war dead. 
Beyond this hall of flags is a room 
which is to be called the museum, 
containing a most interesting feature 
of action models typical of all wars of 
our country. In addition there will 
he four cases of trophies. 

The towers and cupola, as well as 
east and west porticos will be flood 
lighted. There is ample storage space 
in the basement and the beautiful 
landscaping of the whole triangle in- 
cludes ample provision for parking 
autos on the Homer street side. 

It is interesting also that the city 
had remarkably good luck with the 
plot, as the surface peat was very thin 
and it was necessary to go scarcely 
below the basement to find a solid 
base on which to build. 

Mr. Willis said in concluding, that 
tho job has been a most happy one as 
all of the contractors connected with 
it were extremely decent and fair in 
making all adjustments which have de- 
veloped in the process of building, and, 
incidentally, the city hall is being 
built for even less than the original 
figures. 

The keen interest of the members in 
Mr. Willis' talk was evidenced by the 
large number of questions which fol- 
lowed his talk. 

Harry Bascom. chairman of the Boys 
Work Committee, gave an interesting 
account of the work which is being 
accomplished through the use of Rot- 
ary funds. Announcement was made 
that the golf championship of the Club 
for 1932 had been won by George Mar- 
tin. 

The next meeting of the Club will 
be a joint meeting with the Boston 
Club at the Hotel Statlor ou Wednes- 
day, when Clinton P. Anderson, Pres- 
ident of Rotary International, will be 
the speaker.

STATE HEALTH DEPARTMENT 
SAYS CANCER PREVENTABLE

time. The communication follows: 

“Prevention of cancer of the mouth, 
skin, and of the cervix in mothers 
rests upon periodic examinations. This 
protection is practically the same kind 
of protection and. in some instances, 
just as complete as is that of vacci- 
nation against smallpex. inoculations 
against typhoid fever, and toxin-an- 
titoxin against diphtheria. 

No one should die of cancer of the 
mouth who is under the care of a 
good dentist. Cancer of the mouth is 
the result of chronic irritation by to- 
bacco, ragged, dirty teeth: and ill- 
fitting plates. 

Skin cancer is a preventable dis- 
ease. The disease never begins as 
cancer, nor ever begins in a normal 
spot. At first there is an abnormal 
spot in the skin. Any individual can 
see or feel that spot. Letting a phy- 
sician see at once any skin defect or 
any lump that is felt, is the greatest 
protection against cancer of the skin 
and soft parts. 

Cancer of the cervix in mothers is 
a preventable disease. The cause is 
chronic irritation. The first spot is 


not cancer. The spot which is not 
cancer may give no signs of its pres- 
ence by pain or discharge, and there 
may be no pain or discharge until can- 
cer has fully developed. Therefore, to 
protect mothers from this type of 
cancer, there must be. at proper inter- 
vals after the birth of the child, a 
physical examination by a competent 
physician, and this in the majority 
of the cases will lead to prevention. 
In addition, cancer discovered in its 
earliest stages by this method, before 
the mother has any definite symptoms, 
is practically curable by radium. 

The danger of cancer is not so much 
that it is a common disease, but that 
it is a neglected disease. 

The moment any individual learns 
the value of periodic examinations he 
must learn at the same time the ad- 
ditional value of seeking the advice of 
his physician who makes the periodic 
examinations, as soon as he is warned 
by any new symptoms or new signs. 

There is no reason to fear cancer 
if one has a good family physician In 
whom he has confidence and to whom 
he goes for a periodic examination, 
and the moment any new symptoms 
are observed.

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THE COMING PRIMARIES 

Next Tuesday the voters of Newton will go to the pri- 
maries to nominate candidates for their respective parties for 
various offices. Once again Republicans are confronted with 
the possibility of confusion of the name of Cook which appears 
on the ballot for two offices. Hon. Frederick W. Cook, Secre- 
tary of State, is a candidate for re-nomination and should 
have the support of all Republicans. Alonzo B. Cook and 
Emerson J. Coldwell are candidates for the nomination as 
Treasurer and Receiver-General. Mr. Cook, who formerly held 
the office was defeated two years ago by the present treas- 
urer, Charles F. Hurley, largely because of the fact that many 
Republicans voted for the Democratic candidate. Mr. Cold- 
well is highly regarded and we believe should receive the 
nomination. It has been proven that Mr. Alonzo Cook cannot 
be elected. It is to the interest of the Republican party to 
nominate Mr. Coldwell. 

Another contest in which Newton voters are particularly 
interested is that for the nomination of a candidate for the 
Governor’s Council from the third district. Mr. Arthur W. 
Blakemore of Newton is one of several candidates opposing 
the re-nomination of Councillor Esther Andrews. In previous 
primaries we have advocated the candidacy of Mrs. Andrews. 
Having known Mr. Blakemore practically all our life and 
believing that his service before the bar and as a master more 
than qualify. him for the office we advocate his nomination. 
We believe that as an attorney and as a former president of 
the Newton Board of Aldermen he can fill the position with 
greater ability than Mrs. Andrews despite her experience. 

In the fifth Middlesex district there is a spirited contest 
among five candidates for the nominations as Representatives. 
Two are to be nominated. We must remind the voters of this 
district that in their enthusiasm for their favorite candidate 
that they do not overlook Speaker Saltonstall. Give Newton’s 
ablest legislator your first vote and cast your second for one 
of the remaining four candidates. There are many who believe 
Rep. Luitweiler should give way to a new incumbent, he 
having served for eight years. We believe that all the candi- 
dates are qualified and knowing each of them personally we 
refrain from further comment. 

In the fourth Middlesex district we are a candidate for the 
nomination for which Representatives Baker and Thompson 
are candidates for renomination. Last week we explained the 
reasons for our candidacy on the grounds that Newton can 
be more efficiently represented if the voters nominate Baker 
and Brimblecom. 
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RENOMINATE CONGRESSMAN LUCE 

We cannot urge too strongly upon voters throughout the 
city of Newton the advisability of renominating Congressman 
Robert Luce at the primaries next Tuesday. It does not take 
much of a prophet to predict that the Congress to be elected 
this fall will be confronted with many serious problems af- 
fecting the economic well-being of the country. Radical and 
unsound solutions will be advocated by demagogs and sup- 
ported by thousands of unthinking people. The state and 
country are fortunate in having such an influential member 
of Congress as the Hon. Robert Luce. During his sixteen years 
of service Mr. Luce has made an enviable record for sound 
legislation. Under the invariable custom in Congress rank on 
committees is determined by seniority. Furthermore im- 
portant legislation often takes its final shape at the hands of 
the conference committees that reconcile the conflicting views 
of House and Senate, which are, with few exceptions, com- 
prised of senior majority and minority members. Cong. Luce, 
if re-elected, is virtually assured of appointment to such con- 
ference committees as well as becoming senior member of 
some committees upon which he now serves. No new member 
can expect to reach such opportunities for service until he 
has been in the House for many years. Our present Congress- 
man will also be in an influential position to stop much of 
the ill-advised legislation that will come before these com- 
mittees. Mr. Luce’s two opponents are basing their candi- 
dacy largely upon a repeal of prohibition platform. As Mr. 
Luce has pointed out, this is not the most important issue of 
the campaign. The most important is how to get ten million 
men and women back to work. Incidentally Candidate Robart 
of Cambridge is not a resident of the district which he de- 
sires to represent. While this is entirely legal is has not been 
done in Massachusetts for many years. Mr. Robart, a resident 
of Cambridge, is a resident of another ward from that of 
the seven which are included in the new ninth district. Mr. 
Luce is now serving two-thirds of the new ninth district and 
should, without question, be re-nominated for Congress.

Mrs. Esther Myers Andrews of Brookline, the 
present Governor’s Councillor from this District, last 
week in advertisements in the local papers of this 
District claimed to be “endorsed by the following 
citizens in her District,” naming many leading citi- 
zens who do not endorse her and will not vote for 
her.

THE NEW NINTH DISTRICT 

Over a year ago there was a reallotment of Representa- 
tives to Congress from the various States. Some States gained 
Representatives. Massachusetts lost one. It became necessary 
for the Legislature of this State to make some changes in its 
Congressional Districts to meet this situation.

How’s Your Eye? 

You have heard of “catching the 
public eye.” A great deal of it is 
being done these days in the interest 
of candidates for political office. Just 
how big a catch has been made will 
he revealed when the winners of the 
State primaries next Tuesday is made 
public. Those with the largest total 
of ballots will be credited with the 
most eyes. Yours may be among the 
number. As far as that goes it may 
have been caught already. 

There hasn’t been as much money 
spent in this campaign on the aver- 
age as in some previous years. Hard 
times, business depression and all 
that sort of thing. And this may 
seem strange, too, in view of the fact 
that more people are seeking oppor- 
tunity to run for something. By the 
way, in case you don’t know there 
are a number of Representative dis- 
tricts — that means membership in the 
lower branch of the Legislature — 
where scores of Democratic and Re- 
publican candidates are out for one 
or two nominations. There is one 
Representative district in Essex coun- 
ty — the Third Essex if you must be 
specific — where 28 Republicans and 
24 Democrats want a chance to con- 
test at the State election for three 
seats. That means 52 candidates, in 
case you have forgotten your addi- 
tion. 

But let’s get back to this “catch- 
ing the public eye” business, provid- 
ing you can spare the time. The 
worst example I have observed, and I 
must confess I run afoul of a lot of 
such things, is a man who is sup- 
porting a candidate for State office 
and in his enthusiasm, has had printed 
in ink on his white shirt collar the 
name ami office of his idol. Now that 
is not fiction for I was privileged 
to study this original advertising de- 
vice. I was asked my opinion of it 
and what I said will not be repeated 
here for fear of compelling the com- 
positor to use up nil his dots and 
dashes. 

Well, that makes these signs and 
posters and cards seem sort of tame, 
not to mention the covers on spare 
tires and the banners which adorn 
the rear end of automobiles. It seems 
to he the practice of many candidates 
to hand out cards. I can tell you a 
little Joke on one fellow. He was 
rather proud of his card when as a 
matter of fact most of the credit 
was due the printer. This man gave 
a big hatch of cards to a friend. At 
least lie sent them by mail and then 
came around to see what his friend 
thought of them. "They’re great,” 
said tho other. “I wouldn’t ask for 
any better. You have left one side 
blank and they make a fine thing for 
writing memoranda. I’ll let you know 
when I run out. No, I haven't read 
the printed side and don’t mean to."

AUGUST HEALTH REPORT 


The report of the Newton Board of 
Health for the month of August show's 
that 37 deaths occurred in the city 
during that period; 16 males and 21 
females. Erysipelas caused 1 death; 
cancer 7, cerebral hemorrhage 1, heart 
ailments 13, pneumonia 2. Few* cases 
of communicable diseases w'ere report- 
ed. These included — scarlet fever 3 
cases, measles 3. mumps 1. whooping 
cough 5, lobar pneumonia 1. The death 
rate per 1000 w r as 6.51 as compared 
with 6.20 for August 1931. 

Inspectors of the Health Depart- 
ment investigated 17 complaints, in- 
spected 74 tenements, 14 barber shops, 
129 markets and stores, 20 restaurants, 
19 ice cream manufacturies.

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Sixty Scout Council Leaders 
Meet at Camp Baker For 
Week-End Training Session 

Practically Every Troop in Newton Represented At Official 
Opening of Season 


The 1932-33 program of Norumbega 
Council is off to a running start as a 
result of a training session held last 
week-end at Camp Barker, the 1932 
summer camp of the Council, on the 
shores of Badloch pond, In Douglas, 
Mass. The group was composed of 
Commissioners. Troop Committeemen, 
Scoutmasters, and Assistant Scoutmas- 
ters, representing practically every 
troop in Newton. 

Saturday morning, after a very diB- 
mal Friday, dawned bright and clear 
and some of the leaders arrived at the 
camp early to go Ashing. There was 
a very high wind, and the lake was 
extremely rough, but they ventured 
forth just the same, returning later 
in the morning. Several members of 
the 1932 Camp Staff arrived and began 
opening camp for the week-end af- 
fair. These Scouts were: Charles S. 
Frary, Jr.. Walter Amesbury, Jr., 
Philip Trowbridge. Robert Ohler, J. L. 
H. Dodge. Jr. Canoes and row boats 
were taken to the waterfront, and the 
two sailboats were rigged for service. 
By 4.30 practically all of the leaders 
were in camp, they could be found in 
the woods looking over the Camp 
Site, on the waterfront, and in small 
groups talking over Scout afTairs. 

At 6:00 o'clock, the cook called the 
group into dinner. After dinner Scout 
Commissioner Marcy announced the 
evening's program. At 7:30 the camp 
fire. “The Fire of Cooperation," to 
whielu every man brought a stick, 
was lighted. The camp Are was con- 
ducted by Mr. W. R. Speirs, Assistant 
. Scout Executive. It was opened by 
singing led by Cubmaster Brad Grove, 
followed by a brief talk by Mr. John 
M. Bierer. President of the Council, 
who stressed the need for a troop pro- 
gram which would serve to chart the 
year’s course of a troop and have it 
arrive at a given destination. The 
next group of songs was led by Dr. 
R. H. Nichols. Then Scout Commis- 
sioner Marcy explained the year’s 
program of Norumbega Council indi- 
cating that it was planned not as the 
program of an abstract group, but as 
the framework on which each troop 
could build its own year’s program. 
He Indicated that the rally on Nov. 
19 would be the Arst activity which 
would Interest all the Scouts. The 
campAre closed with a Scout’s Bene- 
diction by A. B. Root, Jr. 

The balance of the evening was 
spent in District meetings where the 
men discussed District affairs and gen- 
eral policies. District Commissioner 
M. P. Gaddis conducted discussion of 
the Viking District comprising West 
Newton and Auburndale, and the 
Squanto District comprising Newton, 
Nonantum, and Newtonville. District 
Commissioner Gilcreas conducted the 
discussion of the Sachem District 
which is Newton Centre, and the Quin- 
obequin District which comprises 
Waban, Upper Falls, and the High- 
lands. 

Saturday night was extremely cold, 
aud some of the men claimed that 
the thermometer went down twenty- 
eight degrees but most of the men 
slelit comfortably and well. Sunday 
morning was bright and cold with a 
light breeze which gradually became 
stronger during the morning. rufAing 
the surface of the lake. Breakfast 
was served at 8:15 followed by the 
announcement of the duy’s program. 
The men then proceeded to clean and 
pick up. and shortly afterwards the 
two sailboats sped from their moor- 
ings, the row boats and canoes went 
into use aud the morning recreation 
was under way. At ten o'clock the 
Scouts own service was held in the 
Flecreatiou Hall led by Mr. Root. Mr. 


E. Pay8on Upham offered prayer, and 
Dr. R. H. Nichols spoke on the "Cer- 
tainty of Immortality and Eternity.” 

After this the men went out into 
the Aeld and the Scout Executive, L. 
A. Bruce, Jr., told them about the Ten 
Year Program of the Boy Scouts of 
America. The objective is that dur- 
ing that time or at the end of that 
period to have one boy in every four 
in the United States, and to have ev 
ery boy taken in the Movement at 
least four years. 

The next part of the program in 
volved two groups, one of the Scout 
masters and assistants who discussed 
program building with Scout Execu 
tives, and the other composed of 
Troop Committeemen with Scout 
Commissioner Marcy and District 
Commissioner Gilcreas discussed the 
work of the Troop Committee and the 
new plan of conducting examinations 
in the Council.

Youngman, Bacon, Luce 
Bury Opponents in Primary 
Vote of 37 Per CenHn^City 

Blakemore Has Big Lead Here But Loses In Councillor District 
— Saltonstall, Luitwieler, Baker and Brimblecom Win 


Economic conditions have been des- 
perate: this year if any, should have 
caused most citizens to take an active 
interest In political affairs, neverthe- 
less only about 37% of the city's reg- 
istered voters went to the primary 
election on Tuesday. However, this 
was an increase of 4% over the vote 
at the primary In 1928. Of the more 
than 27,000 registered voters 10,295 
cast ballots at the various polling 
places. Considering the lateness of 
closing the polls. 8 p. in.. Instead of 
4.30. and the large number of candi- 
dates for many of the offices, most of 
the precincts completed the task of 
counting the ballots in good season. 
The assistance of volunteer counters 
at most of the polling places expedited 
this work, although only a fraction of 
the 225 appointed to serve were pres- 
ent. Most of the precincts had made 
returns at midnight or shortly after- 
ward, except Newton Centre, where 
Precincts 1. 2 and 4 of Ward 6 voted 
together and 2052 ballots were cast, 
and at Newton Highlands where Pre- 
cincts 2 and 4 of Ward 5 voted togeth- 
er. and where a verification of the re- 
sults delayed matters. It was about 
o’clock Wednesday morning when 
reports from these two places were 
received. 

In the Republican contests Lieut. 
Governor Youngman swept the city by 
a large majority over Frank A. Good- 
win. Youngman polled 6627 votes. 
Goodwin 2619 in the contest for nom- 
ination for Governor. The other two 
candidates, Brownell and Sullivan re- 
ceived 197 and 314 votes respectively. 
For Lieutenant Governor 6383 votes 
were cast for Senator Gaspar Bacon 
and 2194 for Chester I. Campbell. Con- 
gressman Robert Luce buried his prin- 
cipal opponent Ralph W. Robart, re- 
ceiving 7549 votes to Robart’s 1998. 
The third candidate — Dr. William 
Murphy, obtained 309 votes. For State 
Treasurer, Francis Prescott of Graf- 
ton, a former resident of Newton, was 
given 7767 votes. His opponent. Sen- 
ator Max Ulin, received 1250 votes. 
Arthur W. Blakemore of Newton, who 
ran close to Mrs. Esther Andrews in 
the fight for nomination as Councillor 
from the 3rd district, received 5176 
votes to her 1969 in this city. 

Mrs. Andrew* carried Brookline, her 
home town, by a large majority, to off- 
set Mr. Blakemore’s advantage in 
Newton. Of the other candidates An- 
derson received 423 votes. Fisher 290. 
Gwinnell 284, Wood 682. Senator Hol- 
lis, who was unopposed for re-nomina- 
tion was given 7384 votes. 

The contest for the Representatives 
nominations in the 4th Middlesex Dis- 
trict provided one of the features of 
the primary in the north side of New- 
ton. The present incumbents. Wil- 
liam B. Baker of West Newton and 
Rupert C. Thompson of Newtonville 
were opposed hv Warren K. Brimble- 
com. managing editor of the GRAPH- 
IC and the son of former Representa- 
tive John C. Brimblecom. Rep. Baker 
with 2762 votes was the high man. 
Brimblecom. succeeding in his first po- 
litical venture, defeated Thompson by 
‘71 votes. Brimblecom polled 2374 
otes in carrying all four wards over 
Thompson with 2003. In the eight 
polling places, some of the precincts 
being combined with others. Baker 
carried five and Brimblecom three 
with the latter running second two 
and third in the remaining three. In 
precincts 2 and 4 of Ward 2 in which 
section of Newtonville both Thomp- 
son and Brimblecom reside the latter 
hud a slight margin over both his op- 
ponents with 547 votes against 543 for 
Baker and 52S for Thompson. In 
Ward 7 the figures were Brimblecom 
607, Baker 574 aud Thompson 379 to 
give Brimblecom a commanding lead. 
Baker polled S92 votes in the three 
Ward 3 precincts of West Newton as 
against 540 for Brimblecom and 535 
for Thompson to place him first. 

The contest in the 5th Middlesex 
District, comprising Wards 4, 5 and 6 
of Newton was much more compli- 
:ated. The present iucumbeuts. Rep- 
resentatives Luitwieler and Salton- 
stall were ugain candidates and they 
ere opposed by Alderman Henry W. 
Bail of Newton Highlands. Mrs. Mar- 
garet L. Spear of Newton Ceutre, and 


former Alderman Harold F. Young of 
Auburndale. The re-nomination of Mr. 
Saltonstall was expected becanse of 
his prestige as Speaker of the House, 
as well as his personal popularity. He 
received 4384 votes. Many believed 
that the other nomination would be 
won by Mrs. Spear. Much publicity 
was given her candidacy, she had the 
support of Mayor Weeks and some 
Aldermen and considerable campaign- 
ing was done in her behalf. Despite 
this, and the fact that Alderman Bail 
obtained 166 more votes in Newton 
Highlands than did Representative 
Luitwieler, the latter had sufficient 
strength throughout the district to de- 
feat Mrs. Spear by 434 votes for the 
nomination. He polled 2084 votes 
against her 1650. Alderman Bail was 
59 votes behind Mrs. Spear receiving 
1591; and Mr. Young, who did little 
campaigning, was last, with 788. Not- 
withstanding that School Committee- 
man Amesbury of Auburndale. and Al- 
dermen Floyd and Gordon of that vil- 
lage endorsed the woman candidate 
from Newton Centre, Young polled 422 
votes in that village as against 231 
cast for her. 

Sheriff Fairbairn of Middlesex Coun- 
ty. candidate for renomination, 
swamped his opponents in Newton. He 
received 7385 votes; Braden 700, Che- 
ney 236, Gartland 355. In the contest 
for County Commissioners, the pres- 
ent incumbents were easy victors. 
Bowditch received 7131 votes and 
Wardwell 6144. The votes of their 
opponents were — Howser 1200, Byrne 
526. Ray 262, Stone 675. 

In the Democratic contests John E. 
Swift of Milford lead the candidates 
for the nomination for Lieut. Gover- 
nor. He polled 412 votes. Barry 303, 
FitzGerald 108, Hennessey 49. Kelley 
42. Malley 207, O’Neil 142. In the 
scramble for votes for the Secretary 
of State nomination Buckley obtained 
224 votes. Callanan 544, Cussen 13, 
Flynn 30, Gilbody 58, Grogan 26. Gurry 
22. O’Brien 49, Santosuosso 186, Shat- 
tuck 33. C. R. Sullivan 37. H. J. Sul- 
livan 58. The vote of the many can- 
didates for the nomination as Con- 
gressman from the 9th District was — 
Cauley 135. Cusick 106, Dalton 431. 
Deitrick 112, Delaney 104, Donahne 40. 
Duane 315, Fahey 41, Higgins 6, Mc- 
Carthy 57. O'Gorman 18. For nomi- 
nation for Representative from the 
4th Middlesex District. James T. Flynn 
of Newtonville polled 4SS votes, and 
former Alderman Daniel O’Connell 579. 
They had no opponents. In the 5th 
District. Edward O. Proctor of New- 
ton Centre, the only candidate, re- 
ceived 347 votes.

1932 SCHOOLBOY 
FOOTBALL SEASON 
OPENS TOMORROW 


Although the 1932 football season 
was ushered in a week ago tomorrow 
in a number of cities and town prac- 
tically all of the scholastic elevens 
will get under way tomorrow to real- 
ly begin the season. The game of 
local interest is that at the Dickinson 
Memorial Stadium at Newtonville in 
which Coach Ralph Sanborn’s orange 
and black eleven will face Arlington 
high. As noted in another column, 
the Newton team is green and inex- 
perienced, having but four players in 
the opening line-up who have played 
"varsity” football. However, many of 
the starting team have had some ex- 
perience a year ago on the inter- 
mediate and varsity teams and are 
expected to give a good account of 
themselves. 

Arlington, which opened Its season 
last year by entertaining Newton and 
losing to the local eleven. Is some- 
what stronger than a year ago and 
the game should be of considerable 
interest. 

A week from tomorrow Newton will 
officially open the Suburban league 
schedule by traveling to Russell 
Field, Cambridge, to meet the Cam- 
bridge Latin team. Latin played its 
opening game last Saturday and lost 
to the Salem High team by a lone 
touchdown, the score being 6 to 9. 
While Salem was without the services 
of Gallo, one of its most promising 
stars, whose eligibility is undfer con- 
sideration by the state association 
and was considerably weakened in its 
offensive play the Cantab eleven, 
coached by Leander MacDonald, 
played a strong defensive game. 

The Suburban league this year still 
retains the same members of last sea- 
son, namely Newton, Cambridge Latin, 
Rindge Tech, Somerville and Brook- 
line. Somerville has announced its 
Intention of quitting the league at the 
end of the football season In order to 
obtain opponents who will attract a 
larger gate. The league officials have 
decided to continue the league with 
the four remaining members and while 
perhaps the glory formerly attached 
to winning the championship in this 
circuit has somewhat dwindled the 
intense rivalry will still exist. 

Incidentally Brookline High, which 
annually winds up the Newton sched- 
ule on Thanksgiving Day, has started 
a new innovation in high school foot- 
ball which is meeting with consider- 
able favorable comment from those 
who think that this popular sport is 
being over-emphasized in public 
schools. The Brookline authorities 
have dropped two games from the 
schedule which formerly consisted of 
eight games, leaving but six oppon- 
ents. No practice for the squad was 
held until the opening day of school 
and the first game is not listed until 
October 15th. In addition to meeting 
the four members of the Suburban 
league, the Wealthy Towners will 
meet but two other outside teams. 
Brockton and Lynn Classical High 
school teams are the two opponents 
that have been dropped. 

Newton, as usual, will meet nine 
opponents, which Include the four 
Suburban league members and Arling- 
ton, Everett, Quincy, Melrose and 
Waltham. But two of these teams 
started a week ago, both being de- 
feated. Along with the Salem defeat 
of Cambridge Latin the Maynard high 
school team sprung a surprise on 
Melrose High by winning 19 to 0. It 
was the first setback for Coach Har- 
old Poole’s eleven in two and a half 
years.

Dan Harrington, whose presence on 
the B. U. varsity football team this 
year was somewhat of an uncertainty 
for a while has passed a make-up ex- 
amination and is now eligible. The 
Newtonville youth, who has been a 
bulwark of strength to the Terriers 
for two years should be of consider- 
able use to Coach Myles Lane. Har- 
rington reported for practice on Tues- 
day and was immediately assigned to 
his former bertli as guard on Team 
A. Harrington has been in the start- 
ing line-up of every B. U. game except 
one for the past two years. LaHt 
year he was kept out of the line-up 
which started against Tufts hut saw 
action in the game. 

Crimson Backfield Is Fast 
There will be plenty of speed in the 
Harvard varsity baakfleld this year 
according to all indications. Carl PeH- 
cosolldo, former Newton football and 
track star, is but one of three 100- 
yard dash men who can run the dis- 
tance close to 10 seconds.

self received from this “alleviating 
art which softens the virulence of 
tills malignant disease.” Lady Mary 
like .Testy, first tried the experiment 
of inoculation on her own fumily. The 
epitaph is dated 1780. For a time, 
one supposes, the two methods of In- 
oculation went on side by side, but 
the Turkish method, proving injurious 
in too many cases, was dropped. — De- 
troit News.

INEXPERIENCED 
NEWTON ELEVEN 
FACES ARLINGTON 


Following a little moro than two 
weeks of practice Coach Ralph Snn- 
born of tho Newton High School foot- 
ball team has practically decided on 
his starting line-up for tho opening 
game of the season tomorrow in which 
Arlington high faces Newton at the 
Dickinson Memorial Stadium. The 
orango and black team while green 
and inexperienced gives promise of 
holding its own with the visitors. 
Coach Sanborn is optimistic over tho 
outcome and is ready for the fray. 

Tho Newton team will appear in 
brand new uniforms which are con- 
siderable of a departure from the col- 
or scheme formerly worn. While, of 
course, the school colors of orango 
and black have been retained Instead 
of the sombre black jerseys trimmed 
with orange of previous years the 
jersey will be of a burnt orange 
trimmed with black. They will have 
a black neck ring and black cuffs. 
Numbers will be worn both in front 
and on the back so that the specta- 
tors can identify each player read- 
ily. 

The Newton varsity squad held a 
practice scrimmage with Wellesley 
High on Tuesday and from the show- 
ing Coach Sanborn has chosen his 
line-up. The team will be led by 
Captain Warren Huston who will play 
in the number three back position. 
He will call the plays in the huddle 
which will be retained. His mates in 
the backfield will be Palmer York at 
the number two berth, John Waters 
at number one and Robert Whitney 
at number four. York is the blonde- 
haired sensation of the closing days of 
the track season last spring and his 
stocky build and speed can be used to 
good advantage. Last year he was 
brought up to the varsity in the clos- 
ing days of the season aud played in 
the Brookline game. As reserve backs 
Coach Sanborn will rely upon Charles 
Thatcher, "Babe” Feola, Charlie Flagg 
and Frank "Red” McCarthy. This 
quartet had some experience last year 
with the intermediate or junior var- 
sity teams. 

In the line the Newton mentor will 
have but two players who have any 
experience other than with the minor 
Newton high elevens. These two 
are Charlie Houghton, who formerly 
played at Huntington school as a cen- 
tre and last fall was ineligible to play 
for Newton on account of the trans- 
fer, and Bill Conway, a reserve guard 
a year ago. Houghton will be at left 
end for Newton and his baseball abil- 
ity, he being the first baseman on the 
nine, and his speed along with bis 
rangy build and natural ability make 
him an ideal end. At the other wing 
will be Arthur Murphy who played 
with the Intermediates last season. In 
reserve will be Teddy Johnson and 
Bert Finberg. 

Albert Hebert will start at left tac- 
kle in place of Alexander Kevorkian 
who was counted upon to be one of 
Newton’s outstanding linemen this 
season. Kevorkian will probably re- 
turn to the squad shortly having been 
on the bench because of slight skin 
infection. Either Tom Kinraide or 
Bill Conway will be at the right tac- 
kle berth. Kinraide will get the call 
if he can shake a severe cold which 
has been troubling him lately. Re- 
serve tackles will be John Whelden 
and Herbert Smith. 

If Kinraide is able to start at tackle 
Bill Conway will be in at left guard 
with Walter Rich, another interme- 
diate lineman a year ago at the right 
guard position. If Conway moves to 
the tackle berth Edward Bonadio will 
take the position. William Bailey and 
John Bevan will be held in reserve. 

Charlie Thompson, intermediate 
centre a year ago, and Dick Francis, 
an intermediate back in 1931, are hav- 
ing a close race for the centre posi- 
tion. While Thompson has had some- 
what more experience as a pivot Fran- 
cis is rugged, especially effective on 
the defense, and has learned quickly 
since being transferred to the new 
position. The chances are that both 
will see considerable service.

A VICTIM OF CIVILIZATION (7) 


Dear Editor: 

Almost two years ago I was struck 
by an automobile in West Newton and 
while unconscious was taken to the 
hospital, where, in addition to other 
injuries, four breaks were found in 
the lower left leg. After six months 
of hospital treatment and almost daily 
pain, I was discharged. Now, after 
many months of suffering, — mental, 
physical and financial — I am limping 
around with a cane and it may be sev- 
eral years before complete recovery 
Is possible. 

The driver responsible for the dis- 
aster was arrested and tried. In 
court it was shown that he was driv- 
ing at a high rate of speed, was on 
the wrong side of the road and that 
his lights and brakes were in bad 
condition. He was convicted, given 
a suspended sentence of two months 
in the house of correction and lost his 
licenso for one year, — a penalty trivial 
and Inadequate for the crime he had 
committed, — a mere slap on the wrist, 
so to speak. To make the matter 
worse, the guilty man was without 
funds aud the insurance company 
which carried him has since gone into 
the hands of a receiver and there 
is little chance for any compensation 
for his victim. The victim, in no way 
to blaino for the outrage, is called 
upon to beur all the expenses con- 
nected with it, which total almost 
$ 6 , 000 . 

I am told on good authority that 
there are many such cases, in which 
no financial aid was provided either 
by the guilty driver or the insurance 
company. 

In such a case, what do I, an in- 
nocent victim, receive when both dri- 
ver and insurance company fail me? 
Must I bear this pain, suffering and 
finunciul loss, without recompense in 
any form. It may mean the poor 
house. 

We are supposed to be living in a 
civilized society. Are we?

Two unusual courses at the Nor- 
umbega District Evening School of 
Religious Education this Fall, open 
ing October 10th at the Newtonvllle 
Methodist Church, are attracting at- 
tention. 

These courses are to be given by 
Prof. A. Philip Guiles and will be of 
interest to parents as well as to Sun- 
day School workers. One is called 
"Everyday Problems of Children and 
Youth." It will be taken up from the 
point of view of Mental Hygiene, 
since Prof. Guiles is director of clin- 
ics along this line. The content of 
his course reads as follows, "Children 
who are suspicious and unco-opera- 
tive, or moody and melancholy, their 
fantasies and conflicts, will be stud- 
ied.

The work and help of the 
Child Guildance clinic, and of the 
Mental Hygiene Association* will be 
explained.” 

Another course of immediate prac- 
tical value for Sunday School teach- 
ers in the Junior Department will be 
given by Mrs. Marie Cole Rowell of 
Boston University. This is called 
"Supervised Practice Work for Jun- 
ior teachers," and will aim to give 
practical help in making lesson plans, 
in studying class conditions and pup- 
ils so as to fit the lesson to the needs 
of the group being taught. Mrs. Pow- 
ell will be glad to visit the church 
schools of those teachers who are in 
the class, so as to discover the situa- 
tion under which the teachers are at 
work.

Newton Hlds. Man 
Spends Exciting 
Summer in Brazil 

Prof. Smith Teachea Pageantry 
to Volatile, War-Aroused 
People 

Upon his recent return from South 
America, H. Augustine Smith of New- 
ton Highlands, Professor of Fine Arts 
in Boston University School of Re- 
ligious Education, haH had many ex- 
citing stories to tell of experiences in 
that war aroused country, Brazil. 
Prof. Smith went to Rio de Janeiro 
where he took charge of the music 
and pageantry for the World Sunday 
School Convention which was held in 
that city the last of July. 

Taking a crowd of volatile South 
Americans who are primarily of 
Spanish and Portuguese blood, giv- 
ing them for the first time in their 
lives the experience of gathering to- 
gether to learn the stirring anthems 
of the church, training them in the 
presentation of a religious pageant 
such as they never have even wit- 
nessed, to say nothing of being char- 
acters in such a dramatization, and 
achieving this with a group whose 
background 1 b limited, seems not to 
not to have bothered the instructor. 

"They are a most interesting peo- 
ple,” Professor Smith said. "They 
are like torches. They simply burn 
up. No wonder the South American 
countries are stirred by revolutions 
so frequently. The young men en- 
tered into the spirit of their pageant 
characters with the same fervor and 
enthusiasm that is the core of their 
very beings. Such volatile natures 
never can do anything by halves. 

“When friends came to me daily 
and said, ‘Mr. Smith, you will have 
no one at rehearsal tonight. Every- 
one is ordered off the streets by dark 
for fear of shooting,’ I said, ‘I’ll be 
there just the same.’ And when the 
hour for rehearsal arrived there they 
were, coming in by ones, and twos 
aud threes. The government issued 
an ordinance for its men to pre- 
pare to be called into service at any 
time which bothered me more than 
the above order. When I mentioned 
it to the boys asking them if it would 
not interfere with their playing cer- 
tain leading parts in the pageant, they 
hooted at the idea, and shouted, 
‘Why, we won’t go, Mr. Smith.’ Only 
then I realized that young revolution- 
ists were playing the part of religious 
characters in our pageant. 

"I could look down from my hotel 
window on the shooting in the street 
below the hotel. When the excited 
crowds began milling into the hotel 
to gain vantage points for shooting 
from the upper windows. I locked and 
barricaded my door. The most up- 
setting experience I had occurred one 
day in a nearby park where I was 
strolling or sitting for a while on a 
bench in the sun. The crowd seemed 
like an ordinary number of people 
that might be found in the park of 
any city. Suddenly shouts sounded 
around me. Shooting be&an furious 
ly. And there I was without my pass- 
port or any identification whatever 
upon my person. I went away from 
there as fast as I could."

Do you realize that the postal ser- 
vice today is very Inferior to that of 
35 years ago? While progress has 
been mndo in about every other pri- 
vate and public activity, the postal 
service lias sadly retrogressed. We 
know wherof we speak ns it is about 
30 years since we started to work os 
a postal employee. In those days the 
people of the Newtons and other sub- 
urbs had three deliveries of moil each 
day. except Sundays. Now they re- 
ceive only two deliveries. The last de- 
livery started from the postofflce at 4 
p. m. In Inter years the last deli- 
very started at 2:30 p. m. Now It 
starts at 1:30 p. m.. with the result 
thnt mail arriving after noontime Is 
not delivered until the next day. 

Collections of mail have also been 
curtailed. Some of the night collec- 
tions have been abandoned. For many 
years mail was dispatched from the 
Newton postofflce late at night and 
in the early morning. These dis- 
patches have been abandoned. And 
so, we get increased postal rates and 
decreased service. All in the interest 
of efficiency and economy. 


Have you noticed the swarms of tent 
caterpillars w’hich infest trees and 
shrubs along the countryside this 
year? They have done and are doing 
much damage. They are tough worms. 
You can’t kill them by holding a flam- 
ing kerosene torch under their nests, 
as you can other caterpillars. To do 
this merely scorches the “tent” species, 
and they just drop to the ground, re- 
vive and get busy again. The nests 
must be cut off the branches to which 
they are attached and burned in a 
furnace, or somewhere in a real fire.

Roger W. Babson of Wellesley, who 
won fame and fortune in past years 
by his predictions and prognostica- 
tions regarding matters financial and 
economic, has been quite active re- 
cently offering advice as to how to 
solve the unemployment problem; 
how to relieve the burden of taxation. 
According to a report, published in 
Boston papers on September 11th, of 
an address delivered by Mr. Babson at 
a business conference held at the audi- 
torium of his organization at Babson 
Park, Wellesley, he is alleged to have 
said that the “white collar class" 
should organize to demand remedial 
legislation, just as the American Le- 
gion, the American Federation of La- 
bor and other bodies have done and 
are doing. There is merit in this sug- 
gestion. 

Mr. Babson was also reported as 
having stated that he will introduce 
the following bill in the Legislature — 

“Resolved: In the interests of pub- 
lic health that all unemployed persons 
desiring work shall register with the 
city or town in which they vote; the 
employer shall employ or reemploy 
only from this list, notifying the city 
or town when said person goes to work 
so that the name will be taken from 
the list of the unemployed and that 
while said persons are on said list 
they will wear some distinctive clothes 
to be prescribed by the Governor of 
the State and will conspicuously dis- 
play the slogan ‘Buy More Goods.’ ” 

if Mr. Babson did make such a 
statement, he must have arrived at a 
peculiar state of mind. How delight- 
ful it would be for men unemployed 
and discouraged to be garbed in 
“distinctive clothes” and act as sand- 
wich men by conspicuously displaying 
the slogan “Buy More Goods.” Why 
not adopt a simpler method by imi- 
tating the caste system of India and 
brand the unfortunates? 


Talking about uninsured automo- 
biles on our highways: cars bearing 
number plates which have been in- 
validated because of non-payment of 
the insurance premium. One frequent- 
ly observes other cars being operated 
bearing number plates of wood or 
pasteboard with numbers crudely 
scrawled on them. Such cars are 
usually driven by youths and are far 
from new. In many cases these cars 
are neither registered nor insured. 
But. those operating them dive non- 
chalantly past policemen without be- 
ing stopped and compelled to prove 
that the cars are legally registered. 


The primary election is over. Most 
of the would-be statesmen have been 
relegated to temporary oblivion. Some 
of them, sadder and wiser. ivill not 
attempt again to obtain political hon- 
ors. Others will rise again, but not 
triumphant. Some way should be 
found to prevent a horde of joke can- 
didates from seeking public office. 
Such an epidemic of aspirants may 
bring business to radio broadcasting 
stations and printers, but they make 
it difficult for citizens who are public 
spirited enough to vote at primaries, 
and they discourage well qualified 
men from running for office. 

It is interesting, and amusing, to 
observe the actions and reactions of 
some men who think they are prac- 
tical politicians. They look wise, talk- 
wise, and think they act wise. Some- 
times their candidates win. When 
this happens, these “masters” of 
political stategy are apt to become as 
chesty as pouter pigeons. But. when 
their candidates lose we have seen 
them in anything but a philosophical 
mood. With a dill-pickle expression 
on their faces, they get as grouchy as 
a man with the gout, and the world 
is all wrong, according to them.

The letter to Mayor Weeks follows: 
Dear Sir: 

As a long time resident and tax- 
payer of the City of Newton and as 
President of Starkweather Engineer- 
ing Co., Inc., a Massachusetts Corpor- 
ation, I wish to enter a vigorous pro- 
test against the extraordinary action 
of Water Commissioner Ellis in the 
recent award of the pumping engines 
at $74,058.00. We were low bidders 
on these units at $66,500.00 so that the 
City is paying, we believe unnecessari- 
ly. at least $7,558.00 extra of the tax- 
payers’ money. 

When the bids were read, it devel- 
oped that we were low bidder for both 
the motor driven and the turbine dri- 
ven units, and although Mr. Ellis took 
exception to the way we had quoted 
on the electrical units, and made quite 
an iHsue of it at the meeting, the fact 
remains that we were by far the low 
bidder. Next to us was Worthington 
and General Electric, at $70,800.00, and 
above them Turbine Equipment Co. 
at $71,776.00. You have repeatedly 
urged the importance in previous con- 
tracts of award to the low bidder. 
In this case it was not done. 

We had a conference with Water 
Commissioner Ellis and Mr. Sampson, 
the Consulting Engineer, the latter 
part of June; and again, shortly after 
Independence Day had our Chief En- 
gineer from Murray Iron Works come 
on for the purpose of explaining any 
details as desired. At that time we 
made up a corrected duty sheet giv- 
ing our guarantees with proper credit 
for feed water heating and submitted 
it to Ellis as our final statement of 
what we could do. 

In our opinion the Engineers’ spe- 
cifications were worded inaccurately 
nnd with considerable confusion so 
that no one could say how the various 
duties were to be equated against the 
first cost, but $750.00 was stated "per 
point of deficiency or efficiency," 
either bonus or penalty, up to 
$2,000.00. Which "efficiency” was to 
he used: (pump, turbine, or com- 
bined) was not stated at all, and 
there is a vast difference. 

Shortly after the middle of August, 
we were advised that the contract had 
been placed with Turbine Equipment 
Company at $74,058.00 although their 
bid which was read at the formal open- 
ing June 15th was $71,775.00. Further- 
more, this $74,058.00 was for three 
pumping engines which they had 
never built heretofore, and therefore 
more or less an experiment. 

On inquiry, we learned to our as- 
tonishment that this was an alternate 
and higher bid, which has not been 
opened nor read at the public open- 
ing, June 15th, as required by the No- 
tice to Bidders. We further discov- 
ered that our guarantees of duty had 
been changed by Mr. Ellis to lower 
figures, without our knowledge or con- 
sent. on the specious plea that our 
figuring was not correct, although we 
distinctly stated on our guarantee 
sheet “slide rule used,” to protect 
ourselves against this very claim. Fur- 
ther, the comparison sheet which Mr. 
Ellis issued did not give the perform- 
ance at 125 KW, although this had 
been specified as the basis. Finally, 
we learned that in making up his mind 
the Consulting Engineer used “proba- 
ble performance” some years hence, 
instead of actual performance for the 
immediate future. No one can pre- 
dict what the performance of a ma- 
chine will be five or ten years in the 
future. 

We feel, from these and other facts, 
that Mr. Ellis has treated us unjustly 
and arbitrarily, and has discriminated 
against us as residents and taxpayers 
of Newton. 

Further than that, we are sure that 
his actions have not been in the best 
interests of tho taxpayers of the City 
of Newton. 

He asked for $185,000.00 to spend on 
this plant, instead of $100,000.00 as 
planned. This was granted by the 
Aldermen. It should not coat over 
$115,000.00, an excess of $70,000.00. 
Under Mr. Ellis’s regime, and scheme 
of quarterly payment, water is now 
costing us more than ever before. 
This new expenditure must therefore 
he paid by water rateB, and we, as resi-

of the City of Newton, and as compe- 
tent Engineers of reputation, should 
be aggrieved at the action of Mr. El- 
lis. It Is natural that we, as respon- 
sible low bidders, should have a feel- 
ing of resentment, but we feel, as do 
many of our friends, that this parti- 
cular award by Mr. Ellis is so extrav- 
agant and unwise, and was made so 
arbitrarily, that taxpayers generally 
will be interested in it as a glittering 
example of imprudent and unwise mu- 
nicipal expenditure. 

We also bid on the boilers and have 
since learned that this contract was 
placed with the Erie City Iron Works. 
In this connection wo had made bet- 
ter guarantees on our boilers than 
any other bidder, although not low 
bidder. If Mr, Ellis was sincere in 
stating that the pumping units were 
ordered from Turbine Equipment Com- 
pany because they had made better 
guarantees, (although they were not 
the low bideter) he apparently reversed 
his reasoning when we were in the 
same position in regard to the boil- 
ers. We do not believe that he was 
consistent, and we stress the fact that 
he did not use the same reasoning on 
the boiler contract, when, if he had 
clone so, it would have benefited us. 
However, we are not particularly in- 
terested in this phase of it. What 
we are interested in, aside from our 
natural grievance that we were not 
treated fairly, is the granting of the 
award to a much higher bidder with- 
out justification. 

We will await your reply and ac- 
tion with much interest.

Listen While Looking 


Not long ago I overheard a profes- 
sional guidd describing to a group of 
tourists the wonders and marvels of a 
section of historic Boston. It oc- 
curred to me that it must he rather 
wearisome occupation. As usual, 
was wrong. When the visitors 
passed along the guide inquired if 
cared to be introduced to the city, 
told him I was fairly well acquaint- 
ed with it and then asked him point 
blank, “Don’t you get a bit tired of 
telling the same story over again?” 
"No,” he replied. 

“How’s that?” 

"Because I don’t repeat a set of 
phrases,” came the reply. “If I did 
couldn’t stand the job for more than 
one day. When you make it a parrot 
job your customers get on to you. 
They lose their interest right away.” 

Here was an original man, I could 
see, and so I prodded him for further 
comment. 

Said he: “I always insist upon ev- 
erybody keeping quiet when I describe 
the object before them.

One thing I in- 
sist upon and that is ‘no interrup- 
tions.’ ” 

And how do they behave?” I 
asked.

"If it happens to be a bunch of 
school kids with their teacher I talk 
to them from a youngster’s point of 
view. That always holds them, 
Whether children or grown-ups I throw 
in a story or two so my talk won’t 
get monotonous. I also make them 
wait until 1 have finished before the 
question period as you might call it. 
That gives me a better audience for 
my lecture. Then they may have re- 
membered the questions they had in 
mind or may have forgotten. It’s a 
nice way to get along. We just sort 
of talk things over. No sing-song 
spiel — they’d go to sleep and I prob- 
ably would, too.”

The Little Big City. 

Some Are Hopeful. 

Sado Araki Dislikes Us. 

JU-4 f ) Is Coming. 

This is written in the city often called 
"Little Old New York.’’ That "little'’ 
city, which happens to be the biggest 
in the world, is a good seaside resort. 
You may find hotel rooms, or entire 
apartments, hundreds of feet above the 
street, with a cool breeze coming di- 
rectly from the ocean. 

If romantic, you may Imagine that 
it comes straight across from old 
Spain, since Madrid is opposite New 
York. 

This city of wealth and poverty, folly 
and wisdom, success and misery Is 
more cheerful. In the upper strata than 
it was a few weeks ago. 

The stock market has come to life, 
men and women always find money 
for gambling, even in a depression. 
Becanse stocks have gone np, although 
dividends have not returned, many be- 
lieve that good times are hurrying 
back. 

Some business men of consequence 
also believe that signs are cheerful. 
J. H. Rand, of the Remington Rand 
Company, ordering four and a half 
millions worth of raw materials In ad- 
vance, anticipates a manufacturing in- 
crease of 25 per cent in 1933. 

P. A. S. Franklin, United States ship- 
ping operator, says, as he sails from 
London, that world conditions are 
much better, because confidence has 
Increased. 

He gives the credit to England. That 
nation, says he, "bred the confidence." 
If the pound, off the gold basis, and 
selling around three dollars and a half 
breeds confidence, imagine what a 
pound at par value would do. 

Lieutenant-General Sado Araki is a 
patriotic Japanese whose opinions will 
interest the West, Russia especially. 

He says the nations of Europe and 
America are barbarians, and Asia must 
be preserved from further contamina- 
tion by the overlordahip'of Japan. 

What interests Russia is General 
Araki’s statement that Japan should 
absorb and rule all the Soviet territory 
In Siberia. Araki Is Japan’s Minister 
of War, and his authority makes his 
speech enlightening and important. 
He says white races oppress the 
Asiatics. He would take India from 
Britain and "would no longer let the 
Impudence of the white races go un- 
punished." 


The Japanese people, intensely pa- 
triotic and self confident, contribute 
large sums to the national army, vol- 
untarily, apart from taxation, and 
Japan’s generals know how to use the 
money. 

Recent popular subscriptions total- 
ling $1,277,360 were used to buy forty- 
six fighting planes, thirty-five anti-air- 
craft machine guns, 134 heavy and 
light weight machine guns, gas masks 
and other very modern war equipment 

General Araki does not look like one 
able to beat all Europe and America. 
But he has energy, and Europeans usu- 
ally judge Asiatics inaccurately. 

Europe’s best protection against 
Japan would probably be found In 
China’s 400,000.000 population that 
would not welcome Japanese rule. 

Watch for news of JU-49. It is a 
plane built by the Junkers works in 
Germany to travel through the thin, 
non-resisting stratosphere, and is ex- 
pected to fly from Berlin to New York 
in half a day. 

The JU-49 will be all metal, a mono- 
plane with ninety feet wing spread 
carrying one engine of S50 horsepower. 

Ten miles up there are no storms, 
winds or fogs. And the rarefied at- 
mosphere offers little resistance to any 
body moving through It. 

Water offers six hundred times as 
much resistance as our normal atmos- 
phere, and the thin air of the strato- 
sphere compared with the air that we 
breathe is almost like our air compared 
with water. 

The speed planned by the Junkers 
company will seem slow to our de- 
scendants. Only three hundred milea 
an hour? Planes have already flown 
much faster near the earth's surface. 

Great is the power erf New York 
State’s Governor. 

Not all Governors have realized It. 
Justice Staley, of New York’s Supreme 
Court, refusing to enjoin Governor 
Roosevelt from interfering with Mayor 
Walker, says the Courts have no power 
over the Governor, or his person. For 
errors. If any. of law or fact or deed, 
the Governor is responsible not to the 
Courts, but to his own conscience. 

The Governor of New York and other 
States, like the President of the United 
States, could do almost anything. But 
they, and all of us, are controlled by 
public opinion. 

In Bolivia Professors Bcnuett and 
Phillips of the American Museum of 
Natural History, found deep in the for- 
est a huge monolith twenty-four feet 
long.

CHARGED WITH BURGLARIES AT 
WESTON 


Eight youths, residents of Auburn- 
dale, were arrested Monday by Wes- 
ton and Newton policemen charged 
with burglarizing two houses In Wes- 
ton.

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Life At Camp Mary Day 
Enjoyed By One Hundred 
And Fifty Local Girl Scouts 

New Swimming Beach Used — Scout Clubs and Other Outdoor 
Activities Are Featured 


"On the Shores of Nonesuch 
Under Cedars tall 

Camp Mary Day opens wide Its doors 
To Newton Girl Scouts — one and all. 

Hear their laughter ringing 
See the camp fire’s glow 
When you live at Camp Mary Day 
It’s joy and peace you'll know.” 

Three days after school closed 
Camp Mary Day opened its tenth sea- 
son and did not close until two days 
before school opened again — as long 
a season as possible and this year 
"The best one yet” was what one 
heard on every side. 

Such a summer — glorious camping 


through and put back on the shelves 
bright and shining to the merry tunes 
of camp songs: 

"First we scrape 
Then we scrub 
Next into the rinsing tub. 

Drain and dry and up on the shelf 
Who likes to do ‘dishes’ 

Answer — Myself.” 

The long talked of new beach was 
realized this summer and was finished 
and put into use the latter part of 
July. A wooden scow 20x40 feet was 
built, filled with rock and sand and 
sunk far enough from shore to allow 
the right depth of water. A substan- 
tial runway was built out to this

weather — only three times during the 
whole season was out-doors "colors” 
omitted and the girls were glad to 
have a chance to pledge allegiance 
to the flag which hangs in the camp 
house. The first flag to ever fly at 
Camp Mary Day which was raised 
up the flag pole when the corner 
stone was laid and which has watched 
the good times of the girls from in- 
side the camp since it has become 
so frayed and tattered from many 
days of flying over them. 

One hundred and fifty girls camped 
at Mary Day this summer. Two were 
there for one week. One hundred 
and three for two weeks, forty-five en- 
joyed a four weeks vacation and 
two were fortunate enough to be able 
to stay eight weeks. 

Aside from the perfect weather 
which means so much in camping, 
two additions made by the Camp Com- 
mittee were very important factors 
in the success of the season. 

The new dining hall and kitchen, 
built in memory of Susan E. Miller, 
a Newton woman who left a bequest 
to the Girl Scouts a few years ago. 
which was used to erect this beauti- 
ful building added not only to the 
layout of the camp, but enabled a 
larger number of girls to be accom- 
modated. 

This building — a long, low, log cabin 
type is situated on the shore of the 
pond and the seven tables, each seat- 
ing ten persons, have the full benefit 
of the lovely view and the cool 
breezes. The kitchen is perfect in its 
appointments and the committee, with 
the aid and advice of Mr. Dockstader, 
the architect, has done everything to 
make it convenient as well as pleas- 
ant in which to work. 

Dish washing was a pleasure in the 
space especially arranged for it and 
many hands made light work of the 
stacks of dishes, which were hustled 


“crib” and it made a perfect place 
in which the children could learn 
to swim. A line on buoys was 
stretched about 20 feet outside the 
"crib” for the swimmer who passed 
the first test and the camp float an- 
chored 100 yards from shore was the 
goal to be reached by those trying 
to accomplish the First Class Swim 
ming Requirement. Two swimming 
periods were made possible — having 
“our own beach” and with an in shore 
and raft group in each period, the 
groups could be made smaller and 
girls were able to make much more 
progress. The "checking” and "Bud- 
dy” systems were used and two patrol 
boats manned by Councillors, who 
were Senior Life Savers, watched the 
girls constantly. Dorothy Colby Hall, 
who has been a Councillor at Camp 
Mary Day ever year since it started 
for a part or all of the summer, had 
charge of the swimming again this 
year and all of the Councillors helped 
where they were heat fitted and most 
needed. 

Swimming, a most important as 
well as popular part or camp life 
was added to a hundred percent this 
year. 

From "Reveille” at seven in the 
morning until 8:45 at night when 
"Taps” echoed across the pond, the 
camp was gay with laughter, fun. 
play, work, and good times. Camp 
capers directly after breakfast made 
everything shipshape for the day. A 
schedule was made giving the nine 
cabins (5 or 6 girls in a cabin) one 
of the nine capers to do each day 
and as the schedule changed each 
day no one had a chance of getting 
tired of any one caper. Table girls, 
dishes, clearing the grounds, bailing 
boats, cleaning up the camp house, 
keeping "Tidy Tim” (wash house) 
tidy, working in the garden, prepar-

Will Not Buy 
Land For School 
Playgrounds 

Enlargement of Playgrounds 
Prevented By City Economy 


At the meeting of the Newton 
School Committee on Monday night 
the matter of purchasing land adjoin- 
ing the Pierce School at West Newton 
and the Bowen School at Thompson- 
vllle was discussed. Elliott B. Church, 
chairman of the subcommittee on 
school sites and playgrounds, advo- 
cated that a parcel of land near the 
Bowen School, valued at $6000, be 
purchased to provide playground facili- 
ties for this school, which now has 
only a very small schoolyard. Mr. 
Church stated that the purchase of 
this land had been requested last year 
by the School Committee, but the 
Mayor and the Board of Aldermen had 
failed to follow his recommendation. 

Mayor Weeks, who was present at 
the meeting of the committee in his 
capacity as a member ex-officio, said 
that while he realizes that the land 
is needed, it should not be purchased 
at the present time because of eco- 
nomic conditions. He stressed the 
necessity of providing employment 
or the many men in the city who have 
been out of work, and said that the 
purchase of the land at Thompsonville 
would not provide any employment. 
After some discussion, the School 
Committee voted to lay on the table 
the motion recommending the pur- 
chase of this land. 

Mr. Church then placed before the 
committee an offer from the Pillsbury 
estate to sell a parcel of land adjoin- 
ing the Pierce School at West New- 
ton. This parcel contains 23,840 square 
feet of land and would be sold for 
$2000. Mr. Church argued that the 
231 pupils at this school have but lit- 
tle yard to play in. He presented let- 
ters from Elmer Ellsworth, principal 
of the school, F. E. Wilson, director of 
physical education, and Ernest Her- 
mann, director of playgrounds, advo- 
cating the purchase of this land. May- 
or Weeks also opposed the purchase 
of this land. He said it is on a grade 
and not suited for playground pur- 
poses. Mr. Fernald of the School Com- 
mittee took issue with the Mayor on 
this question and said this land can 
be graded for such use. 

Mrs. Cornell of the Committee 
questioned Mayor Weeks regarding 
the development of the land purchased 
going on two years ago for a play- 
ground at the Emerson School in New- 
ton Upper Falls. The Mayor said 
that he will consider the matter of 
recommending that this land be 
graded so it can he used for the pur- 
pose for which it was purchased. He 
commented that this site Is one of 50 
under consideration as offering means 
to provide work for the unemployed. 


School Busses 
Still to Unload 
On Walnut St. 

Plans To Relieve Traffic Tie- 
ups at High School Are 
Rejected 


A1 Marsters” 

In Car Crash At 
West Newton 

Driver of Car Charged With 
Drunken Driving 

At 2 o’clock last Friday morning an 
automobile crashed into a pole op- 
posite 44 Lexington street, West New- 
ton. This is the address of Patrolman 
William Whelan of the Newton police. 
The crash awakened Whelan and he 
went out to investigate. He found the 
three ocupants of the car injured and 
called the police ambulance to take 
them to the Newton Hospital for treat- 
ment. The driver of the car, James J. 
Hill of 1590 Massachusetts avenue, 
Cambridge, received a laceration on 
the forehead. After receiving treat- 
ment he was arrested on a charge of 
driving while under the influence of 
liquor and taken to police headquart- 
ers. One of the passengers in the car 
was "Al" Marsters, former Dartmouth 
football star and now a student at Bos- 
ton University Law School. Marsters 
received severe lacerations of the 
scalp, and it was feared at first that 
his skull might have been fractured, 
but x-rays revealed otherwise. He was 
discharged from the hospital the fol- 
lowing day. The third occupant of the 
car, Betty Self ridge, a nurse at the 
Danvers State Hospital, received cuts 
on the forehead and chin, llill was re- 
leased on $500 bail for trial October 7. 


At the meeting of the School Com- 
mittee on Monday night the matter of 
traffic congestion on Walnut street, 
Newtonville near the High School, 
caused by many special school busses 
unloading pupils there mornings, was 
discussed. Many complaints have 
been made by persons whose automo- 
biles are delayed mornings. These 
complainants submitted various plans 
for the relief of this situation. These 
plans are as follows: 

1. Open Elm road and run busses 
on Lowell avenue to Elm road un- 
loading between the two buildings. 

2. Run busses from Walnut street 
to Clyde street to Pulsifer to Cabot 
to Walnut, parking on the right side 
in front of the Classical building. 

3. Run busses on Lowell avenue to 
Otis to Walnut, parking as above. Com- 
monwealth avenue to Lowell avenue 
to Otis street to Walnut. Unloading 
busses in front of Classical building. 

4. Lowell avenue to Elm road to 
Kimball terrace and return via Otis 
street and Lowell avenue. 

5. Using the driveway in front of 
Classical building and a short portion 
of Elm road for unloading. 

6. Use the southwesterly corner of 
Walnut and Elm road as an unload- 
ing place. 

The sub-committee appointed to con- 
sider this matter submitted letters re- 
ceived from Principal Elicker of the 
High School, Police Chief Hughes and 
President Hanson of the Middlesex & 
Boston Company. These letters state 
that the alleged delays only hold 
traffic up from 35 to 40 seconds: 10 
seconds less than it is held up at 
Newtonville Square, and that the pres- 
ent method provides Speed and safety 
in unloading the pupils, whereas the 
proposed plans do not. The letter 
from Chief Hughes said in part: "I 
would not sanction any of the changes 
which have been suggested as 1 be- 
lieve the adoption of such changes 
would result in a perilous condition, 
where a great degree of safety already 
exists.” 

The sub committee favored the re- 
tention of the present method, say 
ing: 

"The transportation committee rec 
onunends that the present plan of 
loading and tjisehait.c*- busses at 
the high school be continued and 
that this report together with the 
letters from the chief of police and 
the president of the Middlesex & Bos- 
ton Street Railway Company, prin- 
cipal of the Newton High School, the 
tabulation concerning passengers and 
length of stops of the busses on Wal- 
nut street, and maps of routes, be filed 
with records of the school commit- 
tee.”

The following statement, issued this 
week by Mayor Weeks tells of the 
forming tn this city of a Community 
Chest which will serve to finance vari- 
ous philanthropies In the Newtons. 
The new organization will have as its 
President Leon Rogers who has head- 
ed the Mayor’s Relief Committee for 
the past two years. The Mayor’s state- 
ment lauds the work of Mr. Rogers on 
the Relief Committee, and tells of the 
latter's resignation as President of 
this Committee in order to assume the 
broader duties of his new office. Also 
printed here Is a copy of a resolution 
adopted by the Mayor's Relief Com- 
mittee praising the work of Mr. Rog- 
ers. 

Statement by Mayor Weeks 

I have accepted the resignation of 
Mr. Leon E. Rogers as President of 
the Mayor’s Relief Committee. In 
this connection I have a most impor- 
tant announcement to make, namely, 
that the organization of a Community 
Chest in Newton Is virtually comple- 
ted. With the Mayor’s Relief Commit- 
tee as an important member, and that 
Mr. Rogers has been elected and will 
serve as President of the Community 
Chest. 

This announcement affords me a 
welcome opportunity to extend to Mr. 
Rogers my congratulations and my 
thanks for the work he has done as 
leader of the Mayor's Relief Commit- 
tee here In Newton. His efficient and 
unselfish service have been such as 
to make Newton’s' plan for administer- 
ing relief recognized as a model 
throughout the State. I am glad to 
say that the Committee, as a member 
of Newton's newly organized Commu- 
nity Chest will continue to benefit by 
Mr. Rogers’ leadership. He has sim- 
ply broadened his base for the fine 
work he has been doing in Newton. 

"While Mr. Rogers will take active 
charge immediately of the affairs of 
the Community Chest, his resignation 
from the Mayor’s Relief Committee 
will not take effect until after the 
regular fall program of the Mayor’s 
Relief Committee is completed. This 
includes the full cooperation of. and 
use of all available information from, 
all city departments as to relief cases 
cared for during the past year, and it 
also includes a survey of the needs 
for the coming winter. It is through 
the Police Department, the depart- 
ments of Health and Welfare, and 
through the co-operation of the courts 
that Newton has been able to extend 
relief to many who would not other- 
wise have come to the attention of the 
Committee. In other words. Mr. Rog- 
ers will assist the committee particu- 
larly. in addition to his new and larger 
work, in furthering plans for this win- 
ter’s activities.” 

Resolution of Mayor’s Relief 
Committee 

WHEREAS. Leon B. Rogers. Presi- 
dent of the Mayor’s Relief Commit- 
tee. Inc. of Newton, has resigned from 
that Committee and his resignation 
has been accepted: 

Be it therefore RESOLVED: That 
the Executive Committee expresses 
its deep appreciation of the magnifi- 
cent services rendered to the City of 
Newton and particularly to its needy 
citizens by Mr. Rogers. The Com- 
mittee desires to record its pride that 
a most difficult emergency program of 
relief, involving the raising of nearly 


$135,000 and the care of hundreds of 
needy families has been conceived 
and carried out with amazing skill 
and unbelievable fairness. *The credit 
for this belongs almost entirely to Mr. 
Rogers, who has been exceedingly pa- 
tient and wise in the discharge of this 
delicate and difficult task. He has 
given, without any recompense save 
the satisfaction of rendering service 
to unfortunate men, women and chil- 
dren. endless hours and much 
strength. This Committee desires to 
report to those who have contributed 
money to the Mayor’s Relief Commit- 
tee, and also to those who have been 
aided by that Committee, that in onr 
opinion Mr. Rogers’ administration 
has been marked with utter honesty 
and fairness and with an exceeding- 
ly large measure of wisdom, foresight 
and self-denial.

P. S. MUSIC DEPARTMENT AR- 
RANGES FOR VIOLIN IN- 
STRUCTION 


Mr. George Hoyen has been secured 
by Charles R. Spaulding.

Mr. Hoyen is also instructor in pub- 
lic school music in the State Teach- 
ers’ Club at Fitchburg and coach of 
the Banjo Club and Little Symphony 
at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. He is a graduate of the 
Worcester High School and the New 
England Conservatory of Music. 

LONE OAK HILL PUPIL CAUSES 
SCHOOL PROBLEM 

The problem of providing transpor- 
tation for the son of Carl Mullen who 
resides on Brookline street, Oak Hill, 
near the Brookline and West Roxburv 
lines, continues to perplex the Newton 
School Committee. The laws of Mass- 
achusetts specify that transportation 
must he provided for pupils residing 
more than two miles from a school. 
The temporary operation last year of 
a bus line from Newton Centre to 
Oak Hill by the Middlesex & Boston 
company furnished means of carrying 
the Mullen boy to the John W. Weeks 
School. This bus line has been dis- 
continued and it is up to the School 
Committee to plan how to get the Oak 
Hill boy to school. 


PROF. ROGERS TO GIVE COURSE 

Professor Robert E. Rogers of Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology, 
well known in the Newtons, will give 
an afternoon course of eight weekly 
lectures on “Contemporary English 
Literature” at the Technical High 
School, starting Thursday afternoon, 
October 6 at 2:45. The course is of- 
fered by the University Extension Di- 
vision of the State Department of Ed- 
ucation. 

Professor Rogers will lecture on the 
lives and works of eight great figures 
in recent English literature: Rudyard 
Kipling, George Bernard Shaw, H. G. 
Wells, G. K. Chesterton. John Gals- 
worthy, Joseph Conrud, Arnold Ben- 
nett and James M. Birnie. Readings 
from the works of these authors will 
be a special feature of the course. 

The course may be attended us a 
series of lectures without outside 
preparation, or it may be taken for 
credit. Ah outlined for credit, the 
course lias a value of one semester 
hour. 

The course is open to teachers, 
dub women* and 1 be general public 
of the Newtons and surrounding 
towns. It is hoped that there will 
be a large registration the dny of 
the first lecture. 
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ARLINGTON DOWNS 
INEXPERIENCED 
NEWTON ELEVEN 

A smooth working and powerful 
Arlington eleven opened the local foot- 
ball season at the expense of an in- 
experienced Newton high outfit to the 
tune of 13 to 0. Captain Crovo of 
Arlington was the individual star of 
the game hut was aided considerably 
by the final play of the Arlington line. 
The Arlington forwards were superior 
to the Newton line, so much so that 
Captain Warren Huston and his mates 
could not maintain a consistent run- 
ning attack and had to be content 
with picking up a few yards here and 
there. 

Shortly after the opening of the 
game which saw Johnny Waters run- 
ning the Arlington kickoff back 15 
yards to his 36-vard line Arlington got 
a break. Three plays had netted New- 
ton almost a first down and with but 
a foot or two to go Captain Huston 
of Newton elected to attempt to make 
the first down. He hit a wall of Arl 
ington linemen, fumbled and the alert 
Crovo recovered for Arlington. That 
was the signal for a match which car- 
ried the visitors over the Newton goal 
in a series of three first downs to the 
8-yard line and three more plays with 
Crovo scoring. Boh Whitney of New- 
ton knocked down the pass for the 
extra point. 

Newton received the kick-off with 
Huston getting to his 45-yard line be- 
fore being brought down. Three plays 
with York. Huston and Waters car- 
rying the ball made it first down in 
Arlington territory. Huston then 
tossed a pass to Teddy Johnson which 
barely missed completion hut on 
which Arlington interfered and New- 
ton was given the ball on Arlington’s 
25-yard stripe for another first down 
as the period ended. 

Two plays were smothered and New- 
ton drew a 15 yard penalty forcing 
Huston to kick. The hall crossed the 
goal and Arlington put it in play on 
their 20-yard line. Arlington kicked 
and Newton started again, missing a 
first down by inches to give Arlington 
the ball on the Arlington 30-yard line.

Three first downs 
and the hall was on the 7-yard line 
with Pochini going over on the second 
play for the second touchdown. Clarke 
scored the point on a pass from Crovo 
to make it 13 to 0. 

Receiving the kickoff Newton retal- 
iated with a passing attack which suc- 
ceeded materially but time expired 
when Newton had hung up its third 
successive first down on Arlington’s 
20-yard stripe. In this march Mascia, 
a Newton substitute back, was on the 
receiving end of three Huston passes 
for a total gain of about thirty yards. 
Despite their inexperience the New- 
ton team never gave up and gave 
promise of better times to come as soon 
as Coach Sanborn gets them working 
together more smoothly.

Thompson won the right to 
sturt against Arlington but Francis 
will he in there when the whistle 
blows against tho Cantabs. 

In the backfield Captain Huston is 
expected to start with the same back- 
field that faced Arlington, numely, 
York, Waters and Whitney.

Unofficial but apparently reliable 
reports in a Boston paper Wednesday 
morning stated that Frank Spuin, 
former Newton high star athlete, hud 
signed a contract with the Boston 
Bruins and would play professional 
hockey this winter either ns a major 
league Bruin or a minor league Cub. 
The report was unfounded. Spain 1ms 
not yet signed but has been granted 
the opportunity of a tryout with the 
Bruins when they open their practice 
at Quebec within a few weeks. 

If Spain makes the grade he will be 
the third Newton product and the 
fourth Greater Boston Boy to earn a 
place in the professional ice game. 
The first Newton youth to get his 
chance was Alphonse LaCroix, who 
tended goal, both regularly and ns a 
reserve, with minor league outfits. 
LaCroix was followed a few years ago 
by George Owen, whose athletic prom- 
inence at Newton was crowned with 
performances at Harvard that brought 
him recognition as one of the out- 
standing college athletes. Owen Joined 
the Boston Bruins hockey team a few 
years ago and, as far as is known, 
will continue at least another winter 
in the game. Myles Lane, former Mel- 
rose and Dartmouth athlete, was the 
third Greater Boston youth to make 
the grade, but after a year with the 
New York Rangers dropped into minor 
league obscurity. 

Spain was one of the finest athletes 
turned out at Newton High school. 
He played five years of hockey under 
Coach Dr. Martin, two of football 
under the late Coach Allie Dickinson 
and three years of baseball, the first 
of which was also under Mr. Dickinson. 
In football he was one of the headiest 
players on the eleven and, playing at 
quarterback, had many opportunities 
to display his natural talents. Near 
the close of the 1926 season he injured 
an ankle which kept him out of the 
balance of the campaign but did not 
prevent his election as captain for the 
following year. However the ankle 
handicapped him throughout the rest 
of the school year and failed to re- 
spond to treatment In the summer so 
that he decided to forego football 
and resigned the captaincy. In base- 
ball Spain drew all-scholastic mention 
in his final two seasons at shortstop. 
He was one of the mainstays of that 
memorable 1928 team which was one 
of the greatest defensive teams in 
Newton High hoistory. The infield, com- 
prised of Spencer deMille at first, Al- 
lie Fletcher at second, Edgar Warren 
at third and Spain at short, was main- 
ly responsible for capturing the Sub- 
urban league championship that year. 

In hockey Spain also was one of 
the leading schoolboy players in«the 
State. He developed into a fine skater, 
a great stick handler and a sound play 
maker and won all-scholastic recogni- 
i tion in the Greater Boston circuit. He 
j was awarded the Dickinson Memorial 
{ Cup upon his graduation in 1928. 

In the fall of 1928 he entered Exeter 
academy where he studied for two 
years and also captained both the 
hockey and baseball teams in his sec- 
ond year there. In 1930 he entered 
Dartmouth and again took up football 
and quarterbacked his freshman team 
with Sammy Fishman, Melrose star, 
now varsity quarterback, as his re- 
serve. Spain captained his freshman 
hockey team and starred on the base- 
ball nine also. As a sophomore last 
year he gave up football in order to 
concentrate on hockey and football 
again. Early in the hockey season he 
became the spark plug of the team 
hut in midseason became ineligible and 
later withdrew from college. 

The many friends of the former New- 
ton high athlete will watch with in- 
terest his debut in the professional 
hockey field.

Everybody, especially “movie” pa- 
trons. lias become pretty familiar 
nowadays with the ways of the re- 
porters of metropolitan newspapers 
who are assigned to criminal cases. 
There has been a flood of "talkies” In 
which these men and women have 
been shown hunting a murderer or 
running down the details of a great 
crime. There are times when the pic- 
ture is authentic and others when it 
Is overdrawn. 

The fact that something "breaks” 
out of a clear sky explains why re- 
porters are hurried to a small town 
without more than a few minutes’ no- 
tice. Recently a group of them de- 
scended on a Massachusetts town to 
trace a woman’s disappearance. You 
must have read something about it if 
not all. One of these reporters 
grabbed his hat and jumped into an 
automobile with no preparation. Con- 
sequently he was somewhat annoyed 
when he found that he must stay In 
the town for a number of days, pos- 
sibly a week, without any of those 
things we all need when we go away 
for a visit. He telephoned his home 
to have his bag packed and forwarded, 
but even then there was a delay.

But after it was all over and this 
reporter was making-out his expense 
account he decided to add an item of 
$2 for the shirt. But no auditor would 
allow that, and the reporter knew it. 
There are, however, a few things that 
a newspaper does permit its men to 
charge for while on a big assignment. 
It was one of these that this reporter 
used to cover the cost of a new shirt. 
Thus he wrote — and got away with it, 
too — “entertainment, $2.”

"If It isn’t too late,” writes one of 
the strongest supporters of this col- 
umn, “I havfe a few vacation reminis- 
cences, but I can’t crowd them into a 
few snappy lines.

Only 
the fact that you wouldn’t consider a 
long screed keeps me from turning- 
out volumes. 

This Summer, my wife and I sent 
the children away to camp, rented our 
little shore cottage (we were lucky, 
weren’t we?) and went to board at a 
nice sort of place where the food was 
good, the beds comfortable and the 
surroundings congenial.

Aldermen and Taxi 
Owners Confer On 
New Regulations 

Taxi Men Object To Meters 
And Insurance 


A long conference wns held at City 
Hall on Wednesday night between 
the members of the Licenses Commit- 
tee of the Newton Board of Aldermen 
and nbont 25 owners of taxi cabs In 
this city. Several proposed changes to 
the ordinances regulating taxi cabs in 
Newton were discussed at length. One 
change would compel all taxis In the 
city to carry meters and to charge 
fares at the rate of 25c for the first 
half-mile; 10c for each additional 
quarter-mile; and 10c for each addi- 
amount of $1000. It w*as also proposed 
rule would compel each taxi to carry 
property damage insurance to the 
amount of $1000. It was also proposed 
to have a rule forbidding taxis from 
conveying passengers who are dis- 
orderly, or from carrying drunken per- 
sons, except to their own homes. 

Of the 26 taxi owners present, 24 
opposed having meters in their cabs. 
The two who favored this plan are 
from Auhurndale and have cabs 
equipped now with meters. All the 
taxi , owners opposed the property 
damage insurance as it would place 
another heavy financial burden on 
them and they contend that the new 
State law, which revokes the license 
of anyone who does not settle a claim 
for having damaged property, when 
ordered to make such settlement by a 
court, takes care of this matter. 


Steals Load of 
Furniture; Gets 3 
Months in Jail 


Harold O. Davis of 354 Pearl street, 
Cambridge, was sentenced to serve 
three months in Middlesex County 
jail by Judge Bacon in the Newton 
court on Wednesday. Davis was en- 
gaged by N. L. Walzer, formerly of 
Franklin street, Newton, to move his 
household furniture to Leon, Iowa. He 
took the furniture from this city some 
weeks ago and when it did not arrive 
in Iowa after a considerable time had 
elapsed, Walzer complained to the 
Newton police. Davis was arraigned 
in the Newton court several weeks 
ago and his case was continued twice 
when he claimed that the non-arrival 
of the furniture was caused by his 
truck being re-possessed, but he would 
deliver it during the past month. He 
failed to keep his promise. 


Setting Politicians Straight 

So you do get tired of politics? 
Strange, isn’t it, or is it? Well, think 
of what the members of the State 
Ballot Law Commission have to go 
through. You’ve read a lot about 
them lately becAuse of decidedly im- 
portant cases, the detuils of which are 
given in the Boston dailies. If you 
were a member of the Ballot Law Com- 
mission you would huve your fill of 
pftliticB. Not only that but you would 
have to muke decision, which would 
be even more depressing. 

In Massachusetts a law has been set 
up whereby disputes over names on 
nomination papers, qualifications of 
candidates, places of legal residence 
and u thousund and one features of 
the election luws may be arbitrated. 
There are three members of the com- 
mission. They are well known at- 
torneys whose services are wortli far 
more than the $500 a year the State 
allows them. The law says they can- 
not be all of one party. At present 
two are Republicans and one a Demo- 
crat.

TAYLOR STUDIO OPENS

A class of 
25 young women was enrolled last 
year. The Studio is located at 297 
Walnut street. 


Of course the commission sits only 
when the voters are doing their stuff, 
which is once in two years. The com- 
mission hasn't any office. It is sort 
of tied up with the Secretary of State 
but only because the handling of nom- 
ination papers and the distribution of 
ballots come under the Secretary. 
Whenever the commission holds a 
hearing it is assigned a room by the 
Sergeant-at-Arms and there it listens 
to protests. Now a protest may be 
sound or it may be half-sound or it 
may be flimsy. The commission has 
to hear it no matter what it is. 

Among the principal reasons for 
protesting, if you follow the proceed- 
ings of the commission, is the con- 
tention that signatures on nomination 
papers have been forged. Other com- 
plaints are made, however, and these 
include the contention that a candi- 
date does not reside in the district, 
that he has no right to be a candi- 
date because he isn’t registered, etc. 
There may be other things, too. The 
reasons that lie behind protests are 
not considered by the commission. 
They must rule on facts. 

It is the duty of the commission- 
ers to sit in a judicial capacity and 
listen. Any petitioner or person 
named in a petition has the right to 
summons witnesses and this is done 
at the expense of the State through 
the Sergeant-at-Arms’ office. There 
is no limit to the number that may 
he summoned and consequently the 
testimony may cover several days. 
You can imagine what members of 
the commission must endure when the 
case is a trivial one. 

As to decisions, the best part of 
them is that they are final. When 
the commission has ruled there is no 
appeal except to the Supreme Court 
and then only on technical grounds. 
The commission does not have to pre- 
pare a written decision. They vote 
that a name shall or shall not go on 
the ballot. They do not go into 
charges of fraud beyond suggesting 
that the criminal prosecutor of the 
county — the District Attorney — be no- 
tified. 

Settling disputes is something which 
seldom appeals to the average citi- 
zen. That Is really the commission’s 
job. But in the meantime they must 
hear repetition of testimony and no 
end of tulk on the part of attorneys. 
Can you, who ure probably sutisfied 
with sitting hack und reuding or lis- 
tening over the radio about politics, 
envy these men?

REPLIES TO STARKWEATHER’S 
LETTER 

Mayor Sinclair Weeks and Water 
Commissioner EIIIb of tho City of 
Newton today replied, through the 
medium of the Graphic, to the com- 
munication of Mr. William G. Stark- 
weather, published in last week’s 
Graphic, In which Mr. Starkweather 
charged that his company, the Stark- 
weather Engineering Company, was 
unfairly treated In the recent award 
of contracts for pumping and boiler 
equipment. 

Both Mayor Weeks and Commission- 
er Ellis declare that the awards were 
made with their full approval and Mr. 
Ellis, replying more in detail, because 
of the technical nature of the subject, 
stated that the difference in cost be- 
tween the Starkweather bid and that 
of the contract was more than offset 
by the lessened operating cost. More- 
over, he points out, the installation 
cost would be higher if the Stark- 
weather equipment had been selected. 
He declares also that every effort was 
made to consider fairly the Stark- 
weather proposals and that this bidder 
was even permitted to submit in- 
formally three weeks after the date of 
the receipt of bids, a supplementary 
calculation sheet. 

Mayor Weeks’ letter to Mr. Stark- 
weather follows: 

September 27, 1932. 
Mr. William G. Starkweather 
Starkweather Engineering Company

Boston, Massachusetts 
Dear Sir: 

I have yours of September 17th, 
concerning the award of the contracts 
for the pumping and boiler equip- 
ment to DeLaval and to the Erie City 
Iron Works. The facts relating to the 
bids were made known to him by Mr. 
Ellis, Water Commissioner, and the 
Water Department consultant, George 
A. Sampson, and having complete con- 
fidence in the integrity and judgment 
of these men, who have the responsi- 
bility of this matter on their should- 
ers, the award was made with my full 
approval. 

Since you have, without advising 
me, chosen to carry on this corres- 
pondence in the public press, I shall 
have to ask you to look in this week’s 
Graphic for further particulars con- 
cerning this matter.

Detailed reply to Mr. Starkweather’s 
published complaint written by Water 
Commissioner Ellis, is as follows: 

"A letter written by Mr. W. G. 
Starkweather of the Starkweather En- 
gineering Company and addressed to 
Hon. Sinclair Weeks, Mayor of the 
City of Newton, but evidently pre- 
pared primarily for publication, re- 
cently appeared in the columns of the 
Graphic. This letter may have some- 
what clouded the action of the Water 
Department in making the recent 
award of the contract for pumping 
equipment. Certain facts might well 
be publicly explained. 

Several proposals were received on 
June 16th for furnishing, delivering 
and erecting steam turbine pumping 
and generating equipment. Of these 
several proposals, ranging In price 
from $66,500 to over $90,000 the three 
lowest were enumerated in Mr. Stark- 
weather’s letter. 

"In addition to the base proposals, 
several of the companies submitted 
alternate proposals of equipment as 
specified, but more efficient and some- 
what more costly than that submitted 
as a base bid. Inasmuch as each of 
the several proposals submitted were 
in detail and covered many pages, it 
would have been impracticable at the 
time of opening to have read in detail 
even one of the same. Accordingly 
only the base price quoted in each 
case was at that time read and the 
alternate proposals being amendments 
to the base bids, were not figured un- 
til later. 

“At the time of the opening of the 
proposals no request was made by any 
of those present for any further in- 
formation, although each bidder knew 
alternate proposals were filed. 

“Each concern presenting a proposal 
was required to furnish guarantees of 
performance under several loads and 
it was necessary from the data sub- 
mitted to select that equipment which 
would yield the greatest advantage to 
the City as a capital investment. 

"The equipment selected was that 
proposed by a reputable concern, The 
Turbine Equipment Company of N. E., 
whose President is a former partner 
of Mr. Starkweather's and whose prin- 
cipal equipment proposed is manufac- 
tured by the DeLavul Company, a con- 
cern recognized as being preeminent in 
the manufacture of similar equipment. 
The difference in first cost involved 
between the low bidder and that of 
the contract is more than offset by the 
lessened operating cost which should 
result from the higher guaranteed 
duties. 

“It might also be called to the at- 
tention of the public that while the 
actuul difference in first cost as pro- 
posed was $7,558, the designs as sub- 
mitted by Mr. Starkweather were such 
that their installation cost would have 
been considerably higher, thus reduc- 
ing the difference materially. 

It should furthermore be explained 
thut the original guaranteed duties ub 
submitted by Mr. Starkweather in hiB 
formal proposal were much lower than 
those figures which he refers to as hav- 
ing been chunged. 

A supplementary calculation sheet 
dated July 6, 1932, submitted infor- 
mally by Mr. Sturkweather, and not as 
a purl of the formal proposul, but 
three weeks subsequent to the date of 
the receipt of bids, on its analysis 
proved to huve been incorrectly figured. 
The fact that consideration was given 
to increased duties submitted infor- 
mally by him and after the date set 
for the receipt of all proposals is clear 
evidence that every effort was made 
fairly to consider the proposul sub- 
mitted by the Starkweather Engineer- 
ing Co. 

Mr. Stark weuther makes no mention 
in his letter or the fact thut in ad- 
dition to his original luyout plan which 
accompanied the formul proposul lie 
was permitted to present two uddi-

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tional plans. None of the three pro- 
posed layout plans as submitted by his 
concern would have made as satis- 
factory an installation as would those 
submitted by the other bidders. 

In selecting the equipment for 
this plant, the City of Newton em- 
ployed an outstanding water engineer- 
ing firm, Weston & Sampson. Plans, 
equipment and cost were thoroughly 
examined by the special water com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen and 
his Honor the Mayor. The award of 
these contracts had the approval of the 
experts so employed.”

Her sincere desire to stand on the 
merits by which her friends knew her 
worth, her firm determination to 
"carry on" absolutely "in the open,” 
and her continued emphasis on hon- 
esty in every particular may well jus- 
tify the women of this city in being 
proud of the first woman candidate for 
nomination to a state office. That she 
carried her own Ward and was third 
among the five contestants for the two 
offices is worthy of note even though 
she failed to win the ultimate victory. 

Whether we are glad or sorry that

Gang Shooting At 
W. Newton Stopped 
By Policeman 


A gnng shooting, such as has made 
Chicago famous, or Infamous, oc- 
curred at West Newton on Tuesday 
j afternoon about 2 o’clock. Although 
three shots were fired at three men 
from Newton and Watertown by gun- 
men from Boston, no casualties oc- 
curred, either because the attackers 
were poor shots, or their purpose wns 
to frighten rather than to kill. They 
certainly frightened their targets who 
did some rapid zig-zagging while the 
fracas was In progress. The affair 
might have had a more serious ending 
hut for the chance arrival of Special 
Officer George Mullen of the Newton 
police on the scene. Mullen was driv- 
ing along Washington street towards 
West Newton when he observed a dis- 
turbance near the filling station at the 
corner of Washington street and 
Kempton place. 

Alighting from his car he was In- 
formed of the shots which had been 
just fired and drawing his revolver 
i he started to Interfere in the battle. 
The gun men, while Mullen was talking 
with his informant, drove at him and 
he had to jump rapidly to avoid be- 
i ing run down, first by a car contain- 
i ing t wo gangsters, and then by another 
j car driven by a lone gun man. Mullen 
then ran toward three other men 
who had been shot at by the fleeing 
i gungffters and captured this trio at 
gun point as they attempted to enter 
another automobile. He took them to 
police headquarters where they identi- 
fied themselves as Domenic Caliguri, 
43 Riverdale avenue, Nonantum; Bru- 
i no Caliguri, 91 Watertown street, Wat- 
ertown; Guy Mannarino, 72 Riverside 
street, Watertown. They disclaimed 
any knowledge of their attackers or 
of the reason why they were shot at. 
The police are convinced that the 
shooting was the result of rivalry in 
the "nigger pool” racket.

About Town 

In last week’s GRAPHIC was an ad- 
vertisement inserted by tho Campbell 
Hardware Company of 261 Washing- 
ton Htreet, Nowton. It told that this 
firm has for sale tropical fish, Includ- 
ing angel fish, red moons, blue moons, 
zebra fish, fish with head and tall 
lights and fish with swordtails. As 
this was the most fantastic sounding 
collection of creatures wo lmd heard 
of since pre-prohibition days, we went 
over to view them. We expected they 
might be about the size of gold fish. 
They are much smaller, mor© peppy 
and more Interesting. They are tiny 
fish; minnows are larger. The native 
soli, or rather the native water of 
these fish is In South America, Africa 
and other tropical climes. But, for 
many years they have been bred in 
Germany and the wise Germans kept 
a monopoly on this business by ship- 
ping only male fishes to this country. 
Now, these Interesting, tiny, piscatori- 
al pets are being bred in the United 
States. 

In tho Campbell Hardware Com- 
pany store are two aquariums. One 
contains guppys (or it may be gup- 
pies). These flshlets are slightly over 
an Inch long, when full grown, and 
very lively. Unlike Rhode Island Reds 
and most fishes, they don’t lay eggs. 
They are viviparous and very prolific. 
If one has good eyesight, the young 
guppys may be seen swimming among 
the branches of the water-plants which 
furnishes oxygen for the occupants 
of the aquarium. It is a good thing 
for the baby guppys that they have 
this plant for a haven. Otherwise, 
the larger guppys would eat them. If 
they became hungry. This aquarium 
also contains a number of snails aud 
fresh-water clams. These critters act 
as scavengers and keep the water In 
the aquarium clean. The clam will 
never be arrested for speeding. If he 
(or she) travels three inches through 
the sandy bottom of the tank in one 
day, it is going some, for a fresh-wa- 
ter clam. 

The other aquarium contains sev- 
eral varieties of fish. The scalare, or 
angel-fish, nre the most attractive, the 
most dignified and the biggest eaters, 
although any of these miniature fish- 
es eats but very little. Among the 
other fishes In this tank are the fast 
moving little zebras, those with phos- 
phorescent lights in their head and 
tall, the blue and red moons (which 
are not moon shaped), and the kind 
with the sword shaped tails. It seems 
that these tiny fishes are rapidly in- 
creasing in popularity as pets. Like 
the guppys, several of the species are 
viviparous. 

The absence of any motorcycle of- 
ficers on duty nights this summer In 
Newton has caused a considerable 
increase in the amount of speeding 
one observes on our highways. This 
is particularly noticeable on Wash- 
ington street with Its new, smooth 
surface. It is hazardous for pedes- 
trians to attempt to cross this wide 
street. It is also hazardous for auto- 
ists to drive onto Washington street 
from side streets when they have to 
make a left turn. Speeding is dan- 
gerous in the daytime. It is more 
dangerous at night, after darkness 
falls. Protection should be given the 
people of Newton against the increas- 
ing menace from “speeders.” 

A woman asks that we comment 
about a “new liberty” taken by LADY 
patrons of restaurants. This woman 
had lunch, in a Boston restaurant the 
other day. Seated at the same table 
was a young LADY. Having com- 
pleted eating her lunch, this fair 
young creature took out a vanity case, 
powdered her face and carmined her 
lips. This is common stuff, so it did 
not disturb our informant. But, tho 
young LADY next extracted a comb 
from her handbag and proceeded to 
comb her hair, at the table. Perhaps 
this type of young LADY will next 
he carrying a corn chisel for use in 
public places and conveyances, es- 
pecially with the stockingless fad in 
vogue.
